Pursuant to the Constitution of the State of Montana, at the hour of 
12:00 noon, the House of Representatives of the Thirty-eighth Legisla- 
tive Assembly of the State of Montana, was called to order by the Honor- 
able Frank Murray, Secretary of State of the State of Montana, who ex 
tended greetings to the assembly on behalf of the State of Montana.

RULES OF THE HOUSE 
Thirty-eighth Legislative Assembly 


RULE 1. 
Attendance and Decorum. 


1. Every member shall be present in the hall of the House during 
the sittings, unless necessarily prevented or excused. He shall vote on 
each question put unless he has a direct personal or pecuniary interest in 
the event of such question, except as provided in Rule 26. Loud talking 
or smoking shall be discontinued upon request of the Speaker. 


2. The hour for the meeting of the House shall be Ten o’clock a.m., 
unless by the House otherwise directed. 


RULE 2. 
Duties of the Speaker. 


1. The Speaker shall take the chair on every legislative day pre- 
cisely at the hour to which the House shall have adjourned at the last 
sitting, immediately call the members to order, and after prayer by the 
Chaplain and upon roll call by the Clerk, and the presence of a quorum, 
the Journal of the preceding day shall be read, or a report given thereon 
by the Committee on Rules and Journal, after which the Speaker shall 
proceed with the regular order of business. 


2. He shall preserve order and decorum, and in case of disturbance 
or disorderly conduct in the galleries, or in the lobby, may cause the 
same to be cleared. 


3. He shall have general control, except as provided by rule or law, 
of the hall of the House, and of the corridors and passages. 


4. He shall sign all acts, addresses and resolutions in the presence 
of the House, and all writs, warrants and subpoenas of, or issued by 
order of the House, and shall decide all questions of order subject to an 
appeal by any member, when such appeal is supported by two other 
members, upon which appeal no member shall speak more than once unless 
by permission of the House. 


5. He shall rise to put a question, but may state it sitting; and shall 
put questions in this form, to-wit: “as many as are in favor of (as the 
question may be) vote ‘Aye’,” and after the affirmative vote is expressed, 
“as many as are opposed vote ‘No’.” If he doubts or a division is called 
for, the House shall divide; those in the affirmative of the question shall 
first rise from their seats and then those in the negative; if he still 
doubts, or a count is required by at least one-fifth of a quorum, he shall 
name one from each side of the question to tell the members in affirma- 
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tive and negative, which being reported, he shall rise and state the 
decision. 


6. He shall not be required to vote in ordinary legislative proceed- 
ings, except when his vote would be decisive, or in a yea and nay vote, 
or where the House is engaged in voting by ballot. 


RULE 3. 
Speaker Pro-Tem 


The Speaker Pro-Tem shall perform all the duties of the Speaker 
in the absence of that officer, and on such other occasions as the Speaker 
may request. 


RULE 4. 
Duties of the Clerk. 


1. The Chief Clerk shall cause to be kept and recorded a correct 
Journal of the proceedings of the House and shall perform such other 
duties as may be assigned to him. He shall superintend the engrossing, 
enrolling and transcribing and copying of bills, resolutions, etc.; shall 
permit no records or papers belonging to the House to be taken out of 
his custody otherwise than in the regular course of business; shall report 
any missing papers to the Speaker; and shall have general supervision 
of the entire Clerical Force of the House, under the direction of the 
Speaker. 


2. Clerk May Correct Certain Errors. The Chief Clerk and his En 
grossing Clerks, in all proper cases, shall correct any mere clerical errors 
in any House Bill, Memorial or Resolution, such as errors in orthography, or 
in the use of one word for another, as ‘‘affect” for “effect,” “previous” for 
“previously,” and the like; and also all mistakes in numbering the sections 
and reference thereto, whether such mistakes occur in the original bill or 
are caused by amendments made thereto; provided such corrections shall not 
be made after engrossment, except by an order of the House; and provided 
further, that all such corrections shall be reported to the Speaker, but no 
corrections, other than such as are authorized by this rule, shall be made 
at any time by the Clerk or his Assistants, unless upon order of the House. 


RULE 5. 
Duties of the Sergeant-at Arms. 


It shall be the duty of the Sergeant-at-Arms to attend the House 
during its Sessions, to maintain order under the direction of the Speaker 
and pending the election of the Speaker or Speaker Pro-Tempore under 
the direction of the Clerk, execute the commands of the House, and all 
processes issued by authority thereof, directed to him by the Speaker, 
aoe A have general supervision of the entire administrative force of 

e House. 


RULE 6. 
Chaplain. 


The Chaplain shall attend at the commencement of each day’s sittings 
of the House, and open the same with prayer. 


RULE 7. 
Duties of the Committee on Rules and Journal. 


The Committee on Rules and Journal shall examine each day the Jour- 
nal of the proceedings of the House as prepared by the Clerk; shall make 
corrections therein when the same is in error; and shall report immediately 
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after roll call every day that the House is in Session, which report may be 
in lieu of the reading of the Journal. 


The Committee shall also, upon proper referral to it, consider all 
questions relating to rules, joint rules and order of business, and report 
thereon to the membership of the House on the same or the next legislative 
day which report shall be adopted or rejected by a majority vote. 


Rule 58 shall govern the manner of amending or suspending a rule of 
the House. 


RULE 8. 
Questions of Privilege. 


Questions of Privilege shall be: First, those affecting the rights of 
the House collectively, its safety, dignity, and the integrity of its pro- 
ceedings; Second, the rights, reputation and conduct of the members in- 
dividually in their respective capacity only; and shall have precedence of 
all other questions except motions to fix the time to which the House 
shall adjourn, to adjourn and for a recess. 


RULE 9. 
Committees. 


1. The Committee on Rules and Journal shall consist of the Speaker 
and four members to be by him appointed. 


The Speaker shall appoint the following standing committees, to con- 
sist of such number of members, not exceeding fifteen, except appropria 
tions and education committees, as he may elect, unless otherwise specially 
ordered by the House, viz.: 


1. Affairs of Cities 

2. Agriculture and Irrigation 

3. Appropriations 

4, Bills 

5. Business and Industry 

6. Constitution, Elections and Federal Relations 
7. Education 

8. Fish and Game 

9. Highways 

10. Judiciary 

11. Labor and Compensation

13. Livestock and Ranges 

14. Public Health, Welfare and Safety 
15. Rules and Journal 

16. State Administration 

17. Townships and Counties 

18. Ways and Means 


2. He shall also appoint all Select Committees, unless otherwise 
ordered by the House. 


3. The first named member of each committee shall be the Chairman; 
and in his absence, the next named member, and so on, as often as the 
case may happen. 


RULE 10. 
Duties of the Committee on Legislative Administration. 


1. It shall be the duty of the Committee on Legislative Administration 
to select and recommend for appointment or dismissal all House employees 
and when their report shall be adopted by the House, the selections recom- 
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mended therein shall be final. They shall examine the various applicants 
for the several positions to be filled. 


2. They shall also examine applicants for positions as committee 
clerks, as to their efficiency. 


8. All requests for the appointment of clerks by the chairman of 
committees shall be made through the committee on Legislative Administra- 
tion and not otherwise. All clerks of committees shall be under the super- 
vision of the Chief Clerk and when not occupied with the duties of the 
committee shall work under his direction. 


4. The Committee on Legislative Administration shall also consider 
all matters concerned with seating, mileage and per diem, and entertain- 
ment. 


RUDE? I. 
Reports of Standing and Select Committees. 


1. All bills, petitions, memorials or resolutions reported from a com- 
mittee, shall be accompanied by reports in writing, which shall be entered 
in the Journal. Whenever a committee report on any bill, petition, memorial 
or resolution, carries an amendment, said amendment shall accompany said 
report in triplicate. 


2. In case the members of any committee required or entitled to 
report on any subject referred to them, cannot agree on a report, the 
majority and minority of such committee present at the meeting may each 
make a separate report; and any member dissenting in whole or in part 
from the reasonings or conclusions of both the majority and minority may 
also present to the House a statement of his reasonings and conclusions, 
and all reports, if decorous in language and respectful to the House, shall 
be entered at length on the Journal, unless otherwise ordered by the House. 


3. All Standing Committees of the House shall report their action on 
all bills or matters referred to them within seven days after reference, 
unless at the request of the Committee, and on good cause shown, further 
time be granted by the House. 


RULE 12. 
Substitutes and Amendments. 


1. No standing or select committee, or member thereof, shall report 
any “substitute” or “amendment” for any bill or bills, or resolution, 
referred to such committee, which substitute or amendment relates to a 
different subject, or is intended to accomplish a different purpose than 
that of the original bill or resolution for which it is reported, or which, if 
adopted or passed would require a title essentially different from the title 
of the original bill or resolution; and any substitute bill or resolution so 
reported, shall be rejected whenever the House is advised that the same is 
He as of this rule. Section 19, Article 5 of the Constitution of 

ontana. 


2. Any substitute bill or resolution so reported shall be read a first 
and second time, referred to the Bills Committee, and when reported cor- 
rectly printed shall be placed on general orders. 


3. Section 1 of this rule shall not be suspended. 


RULE 13. 
When Certain Committees May Report. 


_ The following named Committees shall have leave to report at any 
time, except when questions are being called or a call of the House is 
being had, on matters herein stated: The Committee on Rules and Journal; 
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the Committee on Bills, on Enrolled Bills; the Committee on Ways and 
Means, on Bills for raising revenue; the Appropriations Committee, on gen- 
eral appropriation bills; the Committee on Constitution, Elections and 
Federal Relations on the rights of a member to his seat. 


‘ RULE 14. 
Privileged Reports. 


Reports from the Committee on Bills may be made at any time and 
shall stand approved without formal action. 


RULE 15. 
Conference Reports. 


Reports of Committees of Conference may be presented and received 
on any order of business and shall be in order at any time except when 
a vote is being taken or a member has the floor, and there shall accompany 
every such report a detailed statement sufficiently explicit to inform the 
House what effect such amendment or proposition will have upon the 
Sash ey to which they relate, which statement shall be entered upon the 

ournal. 


RULE 16. 
Absence of Committees. 


No committee members shall absent themselves by reason of their 
appointment during the sitting of the House, without special leave, except 
members of conference committees and the Bills Committee. 


RULE* 17: 
Committee Clerks. 


The chairman of each committee shall appoint its clerk or clerks, sub- 
ject to the approval of the majority of the committee, if such clerk or clerks 
are deemed necessary, who shall be paid at the public expense, the House 
having first provided for such clerk or clerks on recommendation of the 
Committee on Legislative Administration. 


RULE 18. 
Committee of the Whole House. 


1. The House may resolve itself into a Committee of the Whole by 
a majority of a quorum voting on a motion of a member for that purpose, 
and may by motion limit debate on any subject to be considered by the 
committee. 


2. In all cases, in forming a Committee of the Whole House, the 
Speaker shall leave his chair, after appointing a chairman to preside, who 
shall, in case of disturbance or disorderly conduct in the palates or lob 
bies, have the power to cause them to be cleared. 


3. Whenever the Committee of the Whole House finds itself without 
a quorum, the committee shall rise and the chairman shall so report, and 
thereupon there shall be a call of the House and if on such call a quorum 
shall appear, the committee shall thereupon resume its sitting without 
further order of the House. 


4, All bills and memorials requiring the signature of the Governor 
shall be considered in the Committee of the Whole before being taken up 
and considered by the House, and a point of order under this rule shall 
rai good at any time before any such bill or memorial shall have passed 
the House. 
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5. In Committee of the Whole House business on the calendar shall 
be taken up in regular order, except bills for raising revenue and general 
appropriation bills, which shall have precedence. 


6. When general debate is closed by order of the House, any member 
shall be allowed five minutes to explain any amendment he may offer, 
after which the member who shall first obtain the floor shall be allowed to 
speak five minutes in opposition to it and there shall be no further debate 
thereon; but the same privilege of debate shall be allowed in favor and 
against any amendment that may be offered to an amendment; and neither 
an amendment, nor an amendment to an amendment, shall be withdrawn by 
the mover thereof, unless by unanimous consent of the committee. The five- 
minute rule being applied shall not preclude further amendment to be de- 
cided without debate. 


7. A motion to recommend the striking out of the enacting clause of a 
bill shall have precedence over a motion to amend; and, if carried, shall be 
considered equivalent to its rejection. Whenever a bill is reported from a 
Committee of the Whole with an adverse recommendation and such recom- 
mendation is disagreed to by the House, the bill shall stand recommitted to 
the said committee without further action by the House. But before the 
report of the committee is acted upon by the House, it is in order to 
entertain a motion to refer the bill to any committee, with or without 
instructions, and when the same is again reported to the House, it shall 
be referred to the Committee of the Whole without debate. 


8. Every bill in Committee of the Whole shall be read and considered 
by sections. The body of a bill shall not be defaced or interlined in any 
way, but all amendments agreed to by the committee shall be included in 
the report of the committee, noting the section and line to which such 
amendment applies. 


9. The rules of proceedings in the House shall be observed in Com- 
mittee of the Whole House, so far as may be applicable, except that a 
member may speak more than twice on the same subject, and a call for 
the ayes and nays or for the previous question or motion to lay on the 
table, cannot be made. 


RULE 19. 


After business upon which the House resolved itself into Committee 
of the Whole shall be completed, the committee shall rise and report. The 
report of the Committee of the Whole shall contain a correct account of 
the action had on each particular measure. When more than one bill is con- 
sidered in Committee of the Whole and the report of the Committee of the 
Whole is adopted is one report, it shall be in order on that or the suc- 
ceeding day upon which the House shall be in session for any member who 
voted the prevailing side to move to reconsider the action on any measure 
separately. When the report of the Committee of the Whole on any bill is 
ae the bill shall remain on general orders until disposed of by the 

ouse. 


RULE 20. 
Action of House Upon Report of Committee of the Whole. 
The Speaker upon resuming the chair shall receive the report of the 


chairman of the Committee of the Whole and the House shall take action 
thereon. 


RULE 21. 
Order of Business. 


1. Communications and Petitions. 
2. Reports of Select Committees.

RULE 22. 
Debate. 


1. When any member desires to speak or deliver any matter to the 
House, he shall rise and respectfully address the Chair in the following 
form: “Mr. Speaker,’ and being recognized may address the House from 
any place on the floor, or from the Clerk’s desk, and shall confine himself 
to the question under debate, avoiding personalities. 


2. When two or more members arise at the same time the Speaker 
shall name the member who is first to speak; and no member shall occupy 
more than one-half hour in debate, on any question in the House or in com- 
mittee as further provided in this rule. 


3. Upon committee reports the member reporting the measure under 
consideration from a committee may open and close, where general debate 
has been had thereon; and if it shall extend beyond one day, he shall be 
entitled to one-half hour to close, notwithstanding he may have used one- 
half hour in opening. 


4. If any member transgresses the rules of the House, in speaking 
or otherwise, the Speaker shall, or any member may, call him to order, in 
which case he shall immediately sit down, unless permitted on motion of 
another member to explain, and the House shall, if appealed to, decide on 
the case, without debate; if the decision is in favor of the member called 
to order, he shall be at liberty to proceed, but not otherwise; and if the 
case require, he shall be liable to censure or such other punishment as the 
House may deem proper. 


5. If a member is called to order, for words spoken in debate, the 
member calling him to order shall indicate the words excepted to and they 
shall be taken down in writing at the Clerk’s desk and read aloud to the 
House; but he shall not be held to answer, nor be subject to the censure of 
the House therefor, if further debate or other business has intervened. 


6. No member shall speak more than once on the same question with- 
out leave of the House, unless he be the mover, proposer or introducer of 
the matter pending; in which case he shall be permitted to speak in reply, 
but not until every member choosing to speak shall have spoken. 


RULE: 23. 
Calls of the Roll and of the House. 


1. Upon every roll call the names of the members shall be taken or 
called alphabetically by surname. When two or more members have the 
same surname, initial and/or given first name of such member shall be 
added. 


2. Pairs shall be announced by the Clerk after the completion of the 
roll call, from a written list furnished him, and signed by the members 
making the statement to him. 
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3. A majority of the House shall constitute a quorum to do business. 
In the absence of a quorum, ten members, including the Speaker, if there 
be one, shall be authorized to compel the attendance of the absent mem- 
bers; or, if a quorum be present, a call of the House shall be ordered upon 
the demand of 15 members, and pending such call all other business shall 
be suspended. In all calls of the House, the pages shall announce the call 
through the corridors of the House; roll call shall be taken by the Clerk, 
and the abstentees noted; the doors shall then be closed, and those for whom 
no sufficient excuse is made, shall be sent for and arrested wherever they 
shall be found, by officers to be appointed by the Sergeant-at-Arms for 
that purpose, and their attendance secured; and the House shall determine 
upon what conditions they shall be discharged. 


4. When, on the call of the House, there are members declining to 
vote, their names shall be called and entered upon the Journal as present. 
Members who voluntarily appear, unless the House shall otherwise direct, 
shall be admitted immediately to the Hall of the House, and they shall re- 
port their names to the Clerk to be entered upon the Journal as present. 
The call may be dispensed with upon progress made, by a majority vote. 


RULE 24. 
Motions, Their Precedence, Etc. 


1. Every motion made to the House and entertained by the Speaker 
shall be reduced to writing upon demand of any member, and shall be 
entered on the Journal with the name of the member making it unless it is 
defeated or withdrawn the same day. 


2. When a motion has been made, the Speaker shall state it, or, if it 
be in writing, cause it to be read aloud by the Clerk before being debated, 
and it then shall be in possession of the House, but may be withdrawn at 
any time, before a decision or an amendment. 


: 3. When a question is under debate, no motion shall be entertained 
ut to: 


Fix the day to which the House shall adjourn. 
To adjourn. 

To take a recess. 

To lay on the table. 

For the previous question. 

To postpone to a day certain. 

To refer or amend. 

To postpone indefinitely. 


These several motions shall have precedence in the foregoing order; 
and no motion, being decided, shall be again allowed on the same day at 
the same stage of the question. 


4. A motion to fix the day to which the House shall adjourn, a 
motion to adjourn and a motion to take a recess, shall always be in 
order, except when the House is voting or when the last business transacted 
was a motion to fix the day to which the House should adjourn, a motion 
to adjourn or a motion to take a recess; but this rule shall not authorize 
any such motion when another member has the floor. 


The hour to which the House adjourns shall be entered in the Journal. 


5. On motion of any member before the question is put, a question 
shall be divided if it includes proposition so distinct in substance that one 
thing taken away a substantive proposition shall remain. 


6. A motion to strike out and insert is indivisible, but a motion to 
strike out being lost, shall neither preclude amendment nor a motion to 
strike out and insert; and no motion or proposition on a subject different 
from that under consideration shall be admitted under color of amendment. 
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7. Whenever a motion to reconsider shall be laid on the table it shall 
require a two-thirds majority to take from the table. 


RULE 25. 
Motions Decided Without Debate. 


All incidental questions of Order, arising after an undebatable motion 
is made, and pending such motion, shall be decided whether on appeal or 
otherwise, without debate. 


RULE 26. 
Members to Vote, Unless Excused. 


Every member, present when a question is put, shall vote, unless the 
House shall, for special cause, excuse him. 


RULER? 
Tie Vote. 


In all cases where the House shall be equally divided, the question 
shall be lost. : 


RULE ‘28. 
Reconsideration. 


1. When a motion has been made and carried or lost, it shall be in 
order for any member who voted with the prevailing side, on the same or 
succeeding day in which the House shall be in session to move for the 
reconsideration thereof, and such motion shall take precedence of all other 
questions except the consideration of a conference report, a motion to fix 
the day to which the House shall adjourn, to adjourn or take a recess, and 
shall not be withdrawn after the said succeeding day without the consent 
of the House, and thereafter any member may call it up for consideration; 
provided that such motion, if made during the last six days of the session, 
shall be disposed of when made. 


2. No bill, petition, memorial or resolution referred to a committee, or 
reported therefrom for printing and recommitment, shall be brought back 
into the House on a motion to reconsider. 


3. No bill, petition, memorial or resolution shall be considered by the 
House unless in the possession of the House or in a committee thereof. In 
the event that a bill, petition, memorial or resolution is returned to the 
House from the Senate, a motion to reconsider the action of the House 
taken on such bill, petition, memorial or resolution may be made by any 
member who voted on the prevailing side, on the same or succeeding day 
in which such bill, petition, memorial or resolution is returned to the House. 


RULE 29. 


Possession of Senate Bills. 


Whenever the House shall fail to concur in any Senate Bill the Chief 
Clerk shall hold the same through the succeeding Legislative day in which 
the House shall be in session, before returning the same to the Senate. 

RULE 30. 
Previous Question. 


1. A motion for the previous question shall be in order upon the 
main question, the immediately pending motion or upon an entire group 
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of adhereing motions under consideration, and may include a bill to its 
final passage or rejection, and may be passed by a majority vote if a 
quorum be present. The effect of the previous question shall be to cut off 
all debate and to bring the House to a direct vote upon the question or 
questions upon which it has been ordered, provided that when the previous 
question is ordered on any proposition upon which there has been no debate, 
it shall be in order to debate the proposition to be voted upon for thirty min- 
utes, one-half of such time to be given to the proponents and one-half to the 
opponents of such proposition. 


While the previous question is in effect, it shall be in order for the 
Speaker to entertain or to submit a motion to commit, with or without 
instructions, to a standing or select committee. 


2. A call of the House shall not be in order after the previous ques- 
tion is ordered, unless it shall appear upon an actual count by the Speaker 
that a quorum is not present. 


3. After a motion is made for the previous question, all incidental 
questions of order arising therefrom and pending such motion, shall be 
decided, whether on appeal or otherwise, without debate. 


RULE 31. 
Amendments. 


When any main question is under consideration, a motion to amend 
and a motion to amend that amendment shall be in order, and it shall also 
be in order to offer a further amendment by way of substitute to which 
one amendment may be offered, but which shall not be voted on until the 
original matter is perfected; but neither the substitute nor amendment to 
the substitute may be withdrawn before amendment or decision is had 
thereon. Amendments to the title of a bill or resolution or corrections in 
the history thereof shall be in order immediately preceding the third read- 
ing, and shall be decided without debate. 


RULE 32 
Amendments of the Senate. 


Any amendment of the Senate to any House bill shall be considered 
in the Committee of the Whole House. 


RULE 33. 
Endorsement of Bills. 


All bills and resolutions offered in the House by any member or com- 
mittee shall be endorsed by the member or committee offering the same. 


RULE 34. 
Form of Bills. 


Every bill, except appropriation bills and bills for the codification and 
revision of laws, shall contain but one subject which shall be clearly ex- 
pressed in the title; and no bill shall be altered or amended so as to change 
its original purpose. All bills shall be numbered at the head and foot of 
Page One thereof. All bills which are amendatory in their nature shall have 
all new matter added thereto set out in italics and where any matter has 
been deleted there shall be shown at the place from which the deleted matter 
has been taken the following: “(matter deleted).” 


Section 28, Article 5. — The enacting clause of every bill shall be as 
follows: “Be it enacted by the Legislative Assembly of the State of Mon- 
tana.’ 
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Section 30, Article 5. — All bills upon introduction shall be presented 
to the Clerk in triplicate. The lines in the body of the printed bill shall be 
numbered consecutively by sections. 


This rule shall not be suspended. 


RULE. 35. 
Reading. 


1. Every bill shall receive three several readings previous to its pas- 
sage, but no bill shall receive its second and third readings on the same 
day, except on the last day of the Session. No bill shall be committed or 
amended until it shall have been read twice, and no bill shall receive its 
third reading that has not been referred to a committee of the House or a 
joint committee of the Senate and House. All bills, memorials or joint reso- 
lutions on their first and second readings, unless otherwise provided in these 
rules (Rule 42 provides that Appropriation Bills shall be read at length on 
third reading and on second reading shall be read by section except that 
the section containing the appropriation shall be read at length), shall be 
read by their titles; the third reading of all bills shall be in full. This rule 
shall not be suspended. 


Except that upon notice duly given to the House at least one day prior 
to the third reading of any bill, such third reading may be dispensed with 
by a two-thirds vote of the members present. 


2. On the third reading of a bill no amendment, except to fill blanks, 
shall be received except by the unanimous consent of the members. 


3. Upon the third reading of a House bill the question shall be thus 
stated: “This bill having been read three several times the question is, 
‘Shall the bill pass’?”” Upon the third reading of a Senate bill, the question 
shall be stated thus: ‘This bill having been read three several times the 
question is, ‘Shall the bill be concurred in’?” 


4. A motion to lay upon the table shall be in order on the second and 
third readings of a bill. 


RULE 36. 
Introduction of Bills. 


1. No bill for the appropriation of money, except for expenses of 
State Government, shall be introduced within ten days of the close of the 
session, except by unanimous consent. This rule shall not be suspended. 
Section 21, Article 5. 


2. No bills may be introduced after the 20th day, except revenue bills 
may be introduced up to and including the 25th day, and except substitute 
bills for bills pending and appropriation bills. 


3. No bill shall be introduced or re-introduced in the House or con- 
sidered by the House after a previous bill containing the same subject 
matter or substantially the same subject matter and designed to accom- 
plish the same purpose has been finally rejected by the House. 


RULE 37. 
Printing of House Bills. 


All House Bills after the second reading shall be referred to the proper 
committee and if a majority of such committee recommend the passage of 
the bill and such report is adopted by the House, one thousand copies 
thereof as reported shall be printed. A bill may also be ordered printed 
by an affirmative vote of one-third of the members of the House present. 
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All bills referred to the Bills Committee for printing must be reported 
within three days, unless further time is granted by the House. When 
House Bills are ordered printed by less than a majority vote, such bills 
shall not be placed on General Orders except upon motion carried by two- 
thirds of the members present. Section 22, Article 5. 


RULE 38 
Consideration of Bills. 


1. No bill shall be considered in the House until it has first been con- 
sidered by the committee of the House and printed for the use of the 
members. This rule shall not be suspended. 


2. One day must elapse after the printing of any bill and the receipt 
of same by the House before it can be considered in Committee of the 
Whole. Section 2 of this rule shall not be effective after the forty-eighth 
legislative day. 


RULE 39. 
Reference of Bills, Ect. 


On the second reading, every bill or measure requiring three readings 
shall be referred to an appropriate committee by the Speaker, unless the 
House, by two-thirds vote, makes a different order in relation thereto. This 
rule shall apply as well to bills and memorials originating in the Senate 
as those originating in the House. But bills reported by joint committees 
shall, if accepted by the House, at once go to the Bills Committee for print- 
ing. House Bills reported with amendments shall have such amendments 
incorporated in the bills before printing. 


RULE 40. 
Title of Bill to Be Recited. 


Every committee in reporting on any bill or memorial shall recite at 
length in report the title of such bill or memorial, as well as the number 
thereof; provided, however, that the Committee on Bills shall be required 
to report the bill by number only. 


RULE 41. 


Reading of Memorials. 


If the House shall dispense with the printing of any memorial, such 
memorial shall be read at length once before its final passage and this 
rule shall not be suspended. 


RULE 42. 


Reading of Appropriation Bills. 


The second reading of bills appropriating money shall be by section 
only, except that the section containing the appropriation shall be read at 
length. The third reading of such bills shall be at length. A suspension of 
this rule shall not be made. 


RULE 48. 


General Orders. 


House and Senate measures reported by committees and accepted by 
the House shall, when correctly printed, constitute the General Orders. The 
ah of General Orders shall be considered in the Committee of the 

ole. 
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Bills in the General Orders shall be arranged therein by the Clerk in 
the order in which they are reported or referred thereto, as aforesaid, and 
As be considered in the same order unless the House shall otherwise 

irect. 


RULE 44. 
Engrossing of Bills. 


Every House bill when reported favorably by the Committee of the 
Whole and upon adoption of the report shall be engrossed under direction 
of the Committee on Bills and when reported correctly engrossed by such 
committee shall be placed on the calendar for third reading. 


The Engrossing Clerk shall make, file and retain a correct copy of 
every bill engrossed. 


All amendments made or recommended by the Committee of the Whole 
shall be made a part of the engrossed bill provided that when a House 
bill is well written without interlineation or erasure, and no amendments 
thereto have been recommended by the Committee of the Whole, it shall 
not be necessary for the same to be retyped. 


RULE 45. 
Recommitment Previous to Passage. 


A bill may be recommitted at any time previous to its passage. 


RULE 46. 
Enrollment of Bills. 


The Committee on Bills shall not report any bill as correctly enrolled 
that has any words interlined therein or when any words have been erased 
therefrom except that when the title of any bill shall begin with the words, 
“A Bill for an Act, etc.,” the Committee on Bills shall omit on the en- 
rolled bill the words, “A Bill for an Act Entitled,” nor until the author of 
the bill, if then in attendance, or in case of a committee bill the chairman 
of the committee or a member of the committee designated by the chair- 
man, if such chairman or member is in attendance have been given an op- 
portunity to examine the same in the presence of the chairman or some 
other member of the Bills Committee or its clerk. 


RULE 47. 


Transmission of Bills to Senate. 


Each bill which passes its third reading shall be certified by the Clerk 
and by him transmitted to the Senate. The day of transmission shall be 
entered on the Bill Books of the Clerk. 


RULE 48. 
Prohibiting “Riders.” 


No motion or proposition on a subject different from that under con- 
sideration shall be admitted under color of amendment, and no bill or 
resolution shall at any time be amended by annexing thereto or incorporat- 
ing therein any other bill or resolution pending before the House. This 
rule shall not be suspended. 


RULE 49. 
Roll Call. 


A roll call shall be ordered upon the request of ten members and the

Ayes and Noes shall be entered upon the Journal at the request of two 
members. 


This rule shall not be suspended. 


RULE 50. 
Presentation of Petitions, Etc. 


Communications and petitions shall be addressed to the Speaker and 
shall be read by the Clerk and when introduced by a member shall bear 
the name of the member introducing same. 


No argument for or against any proposed legislation, unless properly 
signed by person or persons responsible for same, shall be placed upon the 
desks of the members or circulated within the Chamber. 


RULE 51. 
Introduction of Resolutions. 


Any member offering a resolution in the House may read the same 
in his place before sending it to the Chair. It shall then be read by the 
Clerk, unless otherwise ordered by the House. All resolutions which con- 
template the expenditure of money by the State and not requiring the 
signature of the President of the Senate and the Speaker of the House, 
shall be read in full three several times, and roll call shall be had thereon. 


RULE 52. 
Reading of Papers. 


When the reading of a paper by the Clerk other than one upon which 
the House is called to give a final vote is demanded, and the same is ob- 
jected to by any member, it shall be determined without debate by a vote 
of the House. 


RULE 53. 
Hall of the House. 


The Hall of the House shall be used only for the legislative business 
of the House, and for the caucus meetings of its members, except upon 
occasions where the House by resolution agrees to take part in any cere- 
mony to be observed therein; and the Speaker shall not entertain a motion 
for the suspension of this rule. 


RULE 54. 
Who May Be Admitted to the Floor. 


Persons of the following classes may be admitted to the floor of the 
House during the sessions thereof, viz.: All state and legislative officers, 
members of the late state constitutional convention, members of the Senate, 
ex-members of the Legislative Assembly, members of Congress, judges 
of the courts, all editors of newspapers within the state, reporters and 
correspondents of the press having credentials as such, contestants for 
seats in the House and members of the immediate family of House mem- 
etd and no one shall be permitted to lobby on the floor of the House at 
any time. 


RULE 55. 
Withdrawal of Papers. 


No memorial or other paper presented to the House shall be withdrawn 
from its files without leave, and if withdrawn therefrom, certified copies 
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thereof shall be left in the office of the Clerk; but when an act may pass 
for the settlement of a claim the Clerk is authorized to transmit to the 
officer charged with the settlement thereof the paper on file in his office 
relating to such claim, or may loan temporarily to any officer of the Execu- 
tive departments any papers on file in his office relating to any matter 
pending before such officer, taking receipt therefor. 


RULE 56. 
Adjournment. 


The House shall not adjourn to any other place than the hall of the 
House nor for more than three days without the consent of the Senate. 
This rule shall not be suspended. 


RULE 57. 
Communications from the Executive Departments. 


Estimates of appropriations and all other communications from the 
Executive departments intended for the consideration of any committee of 
the House, shall be addressed to the Speaker and by him submitted to 
the House for reference. 


RULE 58. 
Suspending and Changing Rules. 


Every motion to amend or suspend a rule of the House shall be re- 
ferred to the Committee on Rules and Journal which Committee shall re- 
port thereon upon the same day or the next legislative day. Reports of the 
Committee on Rules and Journal shall be adopted by a majority vote. 
Unless recommended by the Committee on Rules and Journal, no rule shall 
be changed or suspended or any rule adopted except by a two-thirds vote 
of the House, a quorum being present. 


Any rule herein, excepting rules based upon constitutional or statutory 
provisions, may be suspended for a specified purpose by unanimous consent. 


RULE 59. 
Authority on Parliamentary Practice. 


1. The rules of Parliamentary Practice comprised in Roberts’ Rules 
of Order shall govern the House in all cases in which they are applicable, 
and in which they are not inconsistent with these Rules and Orders of 
the House and the Joint Rules and Orders of the Senate and the House. 


2. On questions of orthography, Webster’s New International Dic- 
tionary shall be taken as the standard. 


RULE 60. 
Executive Session. 


On motion made and seconded to close the doors of the House on the 
discussion of any business which may, in the opinion of the House, 
require secrecy, the Speaker shall require all persons, except the members 
and the Chief Clerk, to withdraw and during the discussion of said motion 
the doors shall remain closed and every member and officer of the House 
shall keep secret all such matters, proceedings and things whereof secrecy 
shall be enjoined by order of the House. 


RULE 61. 
Committee Bills. 


All bills, joint resolutions or joint memorials, designated as commit-

tee bills, shall have the unanimous consent of the committee introducing 
the same before such bills, joint resolutions, or joint memorials may be 
received by the House. 


RULE 62. 
Authority to Use Electrical Voting System. 


Unless otherwise specifically set forth in existing House Rules, any 
vote or roll call may be taken by means of the Electrical Voting System, 
which shall be under the control of the Speaker of the House. 


RULE 63. 


Procedure for Clerk and Speaker in Using 
Electrical Voting System. 


When using Electrical Voting System the following procedure shall 
be in order: 


Speaker: “House Bill No. .......... (Or Senate Bill No. .......... ) having 
been read three several times, the question is, shall the bill pass the House 
(“as amended,” if amended, or “shall be concurred in” if a Senate Bill.) 
Speaker rings bell. “Those in favor vote yea and those opposed vote no.” 
Members cast their votes. Speaker then asks “Has every member voted?” 
(Reasonable pause) “Does any member wish to change his vote?” (Reason- 
able pause) “The Clerk will now record the vote.”

INTRODUCTION OF BILLS 


The following bills were introduced, read first and second times and 


referred to committees: 
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House Bill No. 1, introduced by Hawks: A bill for an act entitled: “An 
act to appropriate money for the Legislative Assembly and for the pay- 
ment of per diem to the Officers and Attaches and for incidental expenses 
of the Thirty-eighth Legislative Assembly of the state of Montana.” Re- 
ferred to Committee on Appropriations. 


House Bill No. 2, introduced by Hawks: A bill for an act entitled: 
“An act to fix the compensation of officers and employees of the Thirty- 
eighth Legislative Assembly of the state of Montana.” Referred to Com 
mittee on Appropriations. 


House Bill No. 8, introduced by Blewett, Dykstra: A bill for an act 
entitled: “An act amending section 91-4414, R.C.M. 1947, to provide that 
property transfers to trusts and foundations shall be totally exempt 
from inheritance tax.” Referred to Committee on Judiciary. 


House Bill No. 4, introduced by Blewett, Pierce, Seymour: A bill for 
an act entitled: “An act to provide for the display of a visible number 
on the person of a licensee while hunting, fishing or trapping.” Referred 
to Committee on Fish and Game. 


House Bill No. 5, introduced by Haines, Bardanouve, Deschamps, 
Nelson, Northey: A bill for an act entitled: “An act to amend section 
76-115, Revised Codes of Montana, 1947, relating to the disposition of 
funds by the State Soil Conservation Committee; providing that such 
funds shall be allocated among the State Soil Conservation Districts 
twenty-five (25) percentum based on the number of operators within 
each district and seventy-five (75) per centum according to need as 
determined by the state committee; providing that the request for ap- 
propriation state the number of operators.per district.” Referred to Com- 
mittee on Appropriations. 


House Bill No. 6, introduced by Haines, Bardanouve, Deschamps, Nel- 
son, Northey: A bill for an act entitled: “An act to appropriate twenty- 
four thousand dollars ($24,000.00) to the State Soil Conservation Com- 
mittee for state soil and water conservation district operations for the 
period beginning July 1, 1963, and ending June 30, 1965; providing that the 
appropriation herein shall be in addition to that appropriated or to be 
appropriated for administrative expenses.” Referred to Committee on 
Appropriations. 


House Bill No. 7, introduced by Dykstra, Wright: A bill for an act 
entitled: “An act to amend section 68-901, R.C.M. 1947, relating to the 
allowances to be paid members of the public employees’ retirement sys- 
tem of the state of Montana upon their retirement from state service, 
and to amend section 68-1101, R.C.M. 1947, relating to the benefits pay- 
able upon the death of members of the public employees’ retirement sys- 
tem.” Referred to Committee on State Administration. 


House Bill No. 8, introduced by Murray, Haughey: A bill for an act 
entitled: “An act amending section 84-5606, R.C.M. 1947, to provide that 
the cigarette excise tax is a direct tax on the consumer.” Referred to 
Committee on Ways and Means. 


House Bill No. 9, introduced by Dykstra, Jenkins: A bill for an act 
entitled: “An act to amend section 11-1914, Revised Codes of Montana, 
1947, relating to the duties of the board of trustees of the Fire Department 
Relief Association; providing such board with the power and authority 
to invest in and purchase ceritficates of deposit in addition to bonds and 
securities.” Referred to Committee on Business and Industry. 


__ House Bill No. 10, introduced by Harper, O’Hair, Twedt, Bradford: A 
bill for an act entitled: “An act requiring that meetings of public agencies 
shall be open to the public and press.” Referred to Committee on J udiciary. 


House Bill No. 11, introduced by Spahr: A bill for an act entitled: 
“An act to provide that any person who operates a motor vehicle in this 
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state shall be deemed to have given consent to a chemical test or tests 
of blood, breath, saliva or urine for the purpose of determining the alco- 
holic content of his blood; specifying those persons who are qualified to 
withdraw blood for the purpose of determining the alcoholic content when 
requested by a law enforcement officer; providing that the person tested 
may have a qualified person administer a chemical test in addition to 
the one administered by the direction of the law enforcement officer; 
providing that the test results shall be made available to the person so 
tested upon his request; providing that the consent of a person incapaci- 
tated of refusing is not withdrawn; authorizing the Montana Highway 
Patrol Board to revoke the license of persons refusing to submit to a 
chemical test; providing that law enforcement officers must furnish 
board with affidavit of refusal; providing the person whose privilege to 
drive has been revoked with a hearing before the district court; providing 
interpretation of chemical tests; providing that proof of refusal shall 
be admissable in any criminal action; providing that this action shall not 
limit the introduction of other competent evidence; providing for short 
title; providing for constitutionality; repealing all acts or parts of acts 
in conflict herewith and providing for a notice statement to be contained 
in drivers’ licenses and permits hereafter issued.” Referred to Committee 
on Highways. 


House Bill No. 12, introduced by Jenkins, Dykstra: A bill for an act 
entitled: “An act to amend section 11-1310, Revised Codes of Montana, 1947, 
relating to the investment of city or town moneys from funds for which 
there is no immediate demand; providing that moneys realized from the 
sale of bonds, for which there is no immediate demand, may be invested 
by a city or town in approved securities; repealing all acts or parts of 
acts in conflict herewith.” Referred to Committee on Business and Industry. 


House Bill No. 13, introduced by Jenkins, Dykstra: A bill for an act 
entitled: “An act to amend séction 16-2050, Revised Codes of Montana, 1947, 
relating to school district or county high school funds realized from bond 
sales for purposes of construction; requiring the officer in charge of such 
funds to invest idle funds, when requested by the school district or county 
high school governing body, in certificates of deposit or in short-term ob- 
ligations of the United States of America, and to credit interest earned to 
the sinking fund of such school district or county high school, notwith- 
standing other provisions.” Referred to Committee on Business and In- 
dustry.

SECOND LEGISLATIVE DAY 


House of Representatives 
Helena, Montana 
January 8, 1963 


House convened, pursuant to adjournment, at 12:30 P.M. 
Mr. Speaker in the Chair. Invocation by the Chaplain. 
On roll call all members were present. 


A committee of three consisting of Senators Thiessen, Cole and Dur- 
kee appeared and informed the House that the Senate was ready to join 
in joint session with the House to hear the Governor’s message. 


Motion was made by Blewett that the House recess until adjourn- 
ment of joint session and on call of Chair. Motion carried. 


House resumed, in joint session with the Honorable Senate. Roll call 
of the assembly showed all members of both bodies of the Legislature 
present, except Groff, excused. 


Motion was made by Senator Brenner of Beaverhead that a com- 
mittee of five members be appointed to notify the Governor that the 
Senate and the House of Representatives had convened in joint assembly 
and were ready to hear his message. Motion carried. 


The President of the Senate, occupying the Chair for the joint 
session, appointed the following committee: Senator Nixon, Senator Mc- 
Donnell, Representative Seymour, Representative Reinecke, and Repre- 
sentative Eskildsen. 


His Excellency, Tim Babcock, then appeared and was escorted to 
the rostrum. After being presented to the assembly by the President 
of the Senate, he delivered his address: 


“Mr. President, Mr. Speaker, and Members of the Thirty-eighth Leg- 
islative Assembly: 
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Those of us who are here today as elected officials of the State of 
Montana have been granted an unusual privilege. 


That privilege is this: We have the opportunity ... and, with it, we 
have the authority ... to accomplish the things good for the people we 
want most to serve. 


Those people are our friends, our neighbors and our own families... 
the people of Montana. 


We have been honored by them, and we have been placed in positions 
of high trust. This is a responsibility we must take seriously for what 
we do here affects every man, woman and child in our state. 


My message to you today will be brief. 


First, I am pleased to report that our economic condition is excel- 
lent and that our outlook for the next two years is as bright as it ever has 
been in our history. 


We have enjoyed an upsurge of industrial development and expansion 
which has exceeded our average of the past 10 years by 2 1/2 times. 
There is every reason to expect it to continue. 


Our employment is at a record level. 


Further, through careful management of funds, the State of Mon- 
tana has erased a $4,000,000 deficit, and we will enter June of 1963 with 
a balanced budget. 


Our revenues make it possible for us to carry out every service of 
state government during the next biennium with no increase in taxes 
and without deficit spending. 


For that reason, I am recommending no new tax measures during 
the 1963 legislative session. 


Two years ago, the Montana legislature, accepting policies set forth 
by our late Governor Donald G. Nutter, initiated a much-needed belt- 
tightening program to place the State of Montana on sound financial 
footing. 


The objectives of that program have been reached. We stand now 
on firm ground, financially capable of making the big advancements all 
of us want for our state institutions and departments. 


I have submitted to you the Montana budget for the 1963-65 bien- 
nium. It is a realistic budget which has been prepared by the State 
Budget Director and his staff after many hours of consultation with ad- 
ministrators and department heads. 


Of particular significance is the fact that the budgets have met 
with the approval of the administrators. Funds programmed for their 
departments are adequate to meet their needs for the next two years. 


As you study the budget, you will note that increased appropriations 
have been recommended for virtually every department, both for opera- 
tional expenses and for salaries. 


It is a proven business principle that if we are to retain competent 
personnel, the salaries paid must be competitive with those offered for 
like assignments in private enterprise and government. 


If sanctioned by you, the most substantial increases would go to the 
six units of our University System, our Custodial Institutions and our 
elementary and secondary schools. 


The budget you now have in your hands will keep our revenues and 
expenditures in balance. It is a realistic appraisal of Montana’s financial 
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needs and capabilities. It has been carefully prepared over a period of 
two years, and it will serve you as a sound guideline for carrying out 
your work. 


As Montana’s elected representatives, we have two obligations which 
surpass all others. 


The first is the education of our young people. 


The second is the welfare of those unfortunate persons in our cus- 
todial institutions. 


Our responsibility in the field of education extends the wide range 
from the elementary school through the university unit. 


At the elementary and secondary levels, it has become increasingly 
evident that the foundation program formula adopted for financing Mon- 
tana’s schools in 1949 no longer fulfills its original purpose. There exists 
today a wide variation of mill levy effort for basic foundation program 
financing. 


You have received copies of the report submitted by the Governor’s 
School Foundation Study Committee. This report represents two years of 
voluntary effort by a dedicated group of 50 Montana educators and lay- 
men who represent every section of the state. For the many hours they 
have spent studying, discussing and researching every phase of the founda- 
tion program, they are entitled to our highest commendation. 


I hope that you will give serious consideration to the proposals set 
forth in the committee’s report and that you will accept its major recom- 
mendations. 


These recommendations will permit Montana to accomplish the fol- 
lowing: 


1. Eliminate school district deficiency levies. 


2. Adopt a uniform basic support level for educational finance as it 
relates to property taxation. 


3. Assure school districts of budgeting authority of approximately 
759, of each school district’s general fund budget. 


4. Assure school districts of a financing framework which will 
guarantee that funds will be available for this level of budget authority. 


Our higher education facilities which make up the University Sys- 
tem of Montana are among the state’s greatest assets. Our six uni- 
versity units provide outstanding opportunities for young people of talent 
to secure the basic knowledge and skills for productive work and leader- 
ship in our society. In addition, they afford many opportunities for service 
to agricultural, business and professional groups throughout the state. 


Montana people expect these institutions, as responsible agencies, to 
become ever more important to the state and the nation. The recognized 
goal for higher education in Montana is top quality performance in all 
programs at all units. j 


To this end, we have encouraged the Regents and the university 
administrators, during the past two years, to study carefully the present 
and future roles of each university unit. 


The goal of this Master Plan Study is that of making certain that 
each dollar spent for higher education contributes fully to the objective 
of quality and that waste and unnecessary duplication are avoided. 


__ The end desired is the finest system of higher education possible 
within the limitation of our resources. 
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During this same period, the institutions, in cooperation with the 
Budget Director, have developed and introduced a new uniform budget- 
ing and accounting system which will make an evaluation of education 
programs and dollars spent much easier to determine. 


I am recommending a considerable increase in the allocation of funds 
for higher education in keeping with the state’s improved financial situa- 
tion. I am pleased to report that this operational budget has the approval 
of the Regents and each of the institutional executives. 


We are agreed that it will go far toward improving the relative 
position of our institutions in comparison to other schools of like char- 
acter. 


Much of the increase is allotted to faculty salaries to bring them into 
better competitive relationship with those in similar institutions of the 
area. . 


Some additions to staff also are provided, together with upward 
adjustments in operational funds. 


This budget proposal, if approved, will give each of our institutions 
an opportunity to take a big step toward the long-range goal of excel- 
lence. For the welfare of our young people and the future intellectual, 
economic and social health of Montana, I urge you to give it your most 
favorable consideration. 


I would call your attention now to our custodial institutions, for 
which substantial budget increases also have been recommended. 


During the past year, we have initiated a highly successful pilot pro- 
gram whereby better utilization is being made of facilities at Boulder, 
Galen and Warm Springs. Fifty persons who lack the capacity for learn- 
ing have been transferred from Boulder to Galen. Transfers of trainable 
persons from Warm Springs to Boulder now are being accomplished, 
although necessarily slower. 


Galen has excellent facilities which will accommodate from 100 to 
125 more occupants. By making coordinated use of the three institutions, 
we can look for the waiting list at Boulder to be eliminated by 1964. 


You will note we have provided additional funds for Galen to care 
for the increasing number of occupants. 


Five of our custodial institutions are responsible to the Board of Ed- 
ucation. Four answer to the Board of Examiners. One is supervised by a 
Board of Managers. 


The custodial institutions have common administrative problems. 


It would be in their best interests and that of their occupants if all 
of them were answerable to a central authority devoting its full time to 
custodial unit affairs. 


For that reason, I ask that you consider establishing a Custodial 
Unit Board with a _ well-qualified full-time executive secretary head- 
quartered in Helena. Such procedure would give our custodial units the 
sound administrative framework so vitally needed. 


As representative of the people, I hope that you will make it a 
point to visit our custodial institutions. They are open to public inspection 
at all times. Your first-hand knowledge of the conditions which exist 
at our institutions can serve to prevent misrepresentation to the public. 


The State of Montana has vital need for a Building) Commission. 


Since 1889, when Montana became a state, the construction of build- 
ings has necessitated major expenditures of taxpayer funds. 
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At present, Montana owns more than 1,600 buildings valued at more 
than $90,000,000. In the past, at least 13 state agencies have been author- 
ized building powers. As a result, we have seen wide variance of archi- 
tectural design, even at identical locations. 


We have had disputes arise over materials used. 
We have had reason for concern over value received for funds spent. 


The three agencies now active in the construction of state buildings 
are the Board of Regents, the Montana Highway Commission and the 
Board of Examiners. The extensive building powers of the Board of Regents 
were limited by the 1961 legislature to the construction of dormitories 
and other student housing facilities, subject to certain restrictions by the 
Board of Examiners. 


Those who serve on the Board of Regents, the Highway Commission 
and the Board of Examiners are neither architects nor buildings engineers 

. nor are they expected to be. Yet they have the responsibility for 
decisions involving many hundreds of thousands of dollars spent in the 
construction of state buildings. 


Montana deserves more than a hodge-podge building program. The 
state is growing, and construction of buildings accompanies growth. A 
Building Commission which includes a full-time architect and a building 
engineer as key personnel is vital to the interests of our people. The 
primary function of both would be that of assuring Montana of value 
received for funds spent. They would not be permitted to compete with 
private architectural or building firms. 


The most important duty of any Building Commission would be the 
planning of a long-range building program to fulfill the state’s expand- 
ing needs. 


If a complete study by the Building Commission revealed a need for an 
accelerated building program beyond the means of our general fund, I 
would have no hesitancy in asking for a general construction bond issue. 


I ask that you give the Building Commission proposal priority con- 
sideration during this legislative session so that you will have adequate 
time to view it in its every aspect. If properly instituted, it can be one 
of the most important and most valuable agencies in Montana government. 


Any business organization is only as effective as the personnel which 
operates it. Government in Montana is the state’s largest business. 


We have the good fortune to have dedicated and well-qualified per- 
sons occupying key positions in our governmental departments. They are 
faced with the responsibility of making important decisions which affect 
whole segments of our population. For what they have accomplished .. . 
and for the work expected of them by the people of our state . .. they 
merit more substantial salaries. 


Capable people never lack for opportunity. If we are to retain their 
services, certain salary increases are necessary. Recommendations for 
these have been set forth in the executive budget and funds for paying 
them are available. 


The responsibility of individual decision also lies with the full-time 
elected official. Salaries set by law many years ago are inadequate com- 
pensation for those who must bear the burden of trust which goes with 
election to our principal offices. 


I ask that the legislature give consideration to a new salary sched- 
ule calling for sizeable increases for full-time elected officials. 


The education of our young people, the creation of a Custodial Board, 
the establishing of a Building Commission and salary consideration for 
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staff and elective officials are the four matters I ask you to give im- 
mediate attention. They will require much study and much discussion. 
Time, as always, is at a premium during a legislative session. 


No less important are matters relating to highways, public welfare, 
state-owned lands and our thriving travel industry. 


Since the 1961 legislature convened, the number of miles of highway 
contracted exceeds that of any biennium in Montana history. 


A speedup is needed, however, and an accelerated highway program 
already has been launched. 


Legislative action can help implement this program. 


Many dozens of court cases still pending are clear indication that 
the major obstacle to highway construction in Montana is right-of-way 
acquisition. 


The greatest number of court deadlocks can be traced to Montana’s 
Value Commission system, which dates back to 1887. It is a system which 
has become too slow for modern requirements. It causes duplication of 
effort, disputes and stalemates. | 


As many states have learned, the outmoded Value Commission system 
can be eliminated and procedures established which assure both individual 
landowners and the state fair and impartial consideration. 


Legislation is needed so that, in lieu of the Value Commission sys- 
tem, a district judge would make preliminary determination of proper 
payment for right-of-way land. In the event of appeal, a district court 
jury would make final determination. 


I support this as objective legislation which would speed up right-of- 
way acquisition while fully protecting the rights of every landowner. 


Present law in Montana requires that state construction funds be 
apportioned, according to formula, to the 12 financial districts of the state. 


The financial district method has proved effective for Montana’s 
primary, secondary and urban highway systems. As it affects the inter- 
state system, however, it results in piecemeal planning and construction. 
This is proving costly, causing delays and resulting in lengthy incon- 
venience ot the traveling public. 


The interstate program is part of the national defense highway 
system, and it is important that the interstate be constructed in a logical 
manner. In the interests of more rapid advancement, I urge that legis- 
lation be enacted giving the Highway Commission discretion to spend 
interstate funds in one or more concentrated areas each fiscal year. 
This would permit orderly progress and would eliminate the part-by- peat 
construction we are seeing today on our interstate system. 


I wish to emphasize that this would in no way change our financial 
district method nor would it affect the funding of our primary, secondary 
and urban highway systems. 


In the field of Public Welfare, it should be brought to your attention 
that by far the greatest demands for public welfare funds come from 
three counties. 


During the past two fiscal years, these three counties have received 
$1,242,825 in relief funds. Contrast this sum with the request made by 
the Public Welfare Board for $1,602,122 for grants-in-aid to all counties 
for the next biennium. 


It is inequitable that the taxpayers of 53 counties should finance 
their own welfare operations and, through many forms of taxation, also 
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provide most of the funds required to meet the welfare needs of three 
counties. 


Together with the State Board of Public Welfare, I recommend that 
a more realistic permissive mill levy for the county poor fund be adopted. 
This will enable the few counties which continually rely upon the state 
for large grants-in-aid to assume a greater share of the expenses of oper- 
ating their county hospitals and carrying forth other welfare activities. 


We in Montana have much concern for those elderly residents of our 
state who lack the necessary resources for proper medical care. 


I recommend to this legislative body that it set aside an appropriation 
of funds which will permit the State of Montana to meet the medical 
needs of these persons without subscribing to a federal program. 


The care of our elderly men and women who are without the funds 
to care for themselves is a problem which can and should be met on a 
state level. 


Our Board of Public Welfare is well qualified to administer such a 
program. 


It can be accomplished efficiently with no additional staff and with- 
out the involvement of federal control. 


I recommend also that legislation be enacted which would allow for 
an increase in the rental charged on the more productive state-owned 
grazing land. Competitive bidding determines the rental value on many 
of the more desirable tracts. However, rental on many more should be 
increased in line with their actual productivity. 


During this session, you will be called upon to make an important 
decision. relating to the financing of Montana Territorial Centennial Cele- 
bration in 1964. 


The 1961 legislature adopted a resolution endorsing the centennial 
celebration idea. We have reached the point now when we must give 
serious thought to funds required and to plans for providing those funds. 


The Territorial Centennial Celebration gives Montanans an oppor- 
tunity to relive the state’s dramatic history. 


It is a statewide business venture as well. 


Since it will attract many thousands of out-of-state visitors, it is 
closely allied to Montana’s growing travel industry, which brings the 
state nearly $100,000,000 in revenues annually. 


The Montana Territorial Centennial Commission will present to you 
a workable plan which can benefit every community in our state and at 
reasonable cost. I ask that you give it favorable response. 


The principal concern of all of us is that this be a totally successful 
celebration, skillfully promoted and proudly presented. The success of 
this celebration lies, not just with you, but with all Montanans. Any 
statewide undertaking is only as outstanding as our citizens and our 
communiites choose to make it. . 


During 1962, we have been witness to another year marred by the 
tragedy of all-too-frequent automobile accidents. Our death toll was below 
aa of 1961, but it still was the third worst accident year in Montana 

istory. 


At the state level, we have taken two steps which we hope may im- 
prove Montana’s safety record. 


We have budgeted for 10 more highway patrolmen to be employed 
over the coming two-year period. 


. 
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Also, we have encouraged state departments to install seat belts in 
their vehicles. 


Seat belts are a proven safety measure recommended by the National 
Safety Council, the Montana Highway Patrol and many other organizations. 
With the state taking the lead in seat belt installation, it is our hope that 
many individual Montana drivers also will install them in their automo- 
biles. One life saved is worth every safety measure we can initiate. 


The tragedy of almost every automobile accident is that is did not 
need to happen. Civic groups, businesses and individuals must be en- 
couraged to undertake auto safety programs of their own choosing so 
that we can reduce the terrible death and injury toll on our highways. 


All of us with automobiles have questioned our outdated system for 
purchasing automobile licenses each year. It has long seemed apparent 
that a method could be devised which would eliminate lengthy and 
ee waits in line in county assessors’ and county treasurers’ of- 
ices. 


I urge that legislation be enacted which will provide for the licensing 
of motor vehicle on the anniversary date of purchase. 


This would make possible the staggered registration and licensing of 
motor vehicles over a 12-months period rather than confining all license 
purchases to the first two months of each year. 


Preservation, management and harvest of our fish and wildlife re- 
sources are of special interest to all Montanans. A recent economic sur- 
vey reveals that Montanans spend more than $60,000,000 annually to hunt 
and fish. These funds benefit every segment of our economy. 


Fish and game matters are cause for wide differences of opinion, 
and our Fish and Game Department has a major public relations problem. 


I have urged the commissioners and the director to place renewed 
emphasis on their information program so that the Montana public will 
better understand the department’s management policies. 


At the same time, I have asked that sound suggestions made by 
sportsmen, conservationists, ranchers, farmers and others be given earn- 
est consideration and that, whenever possible, they be incorporated into 
the program. 


In fish and game matters, interests of stockmen, sportsmen, conser- 
vationists, the Forest Service, the Bureau of Land Management and others 
all must be served. 


Because I think a forward step is necessary and would meet the 
approval of most Montanans, I have urged the Fish and Game Depart- 
ment to undertake the following: 


1. Obtain a realistic inventory of our big game numbers and the 
winter range available. 


2. Make every effort to arrive at a compatible relationship between 
livestock and wildlife interests so that maximum multiple use can be 
made of public domain. 


3. Initiate a program designed to recreate a balance between game 
and its habitat. 


4. Study the overall effects of special and late game seasons. 


Steady progress is being made with our system of state parks, 
which are becoming increasingly important as recreation areas for our 
own residents as well as for out-of-state visitors. 


We hope to institute a test program this year whereby certain model 
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prisoners from the state penitentiary will be used as work crews in 
specified state parks. This has been attempted successfully in other states 
and has served the dual purpose of helping rehabilitate the prisoners and 
vastly improving the parks. 


Use of prison crews will permit work projects to be undertaken in 
our state parks which, because of limited funds, could never otherwise 
be considered. 


Because many thousands of vacationers camp or tow trailers today, 
good state parks are essential to Montana’s tourist effort. Roadside 
parks, either built by individual communities or the state, also are needed 
if we are to succeed in keeping these visitors within our borders. 


With this in mind, I have asked the Montana Highway Commission 
to speed up its construction of roadside parks on the primary system. 
This would be supplementary to the roadside rest area projects being 
undertaken on the interstate highway system in accordance with Bureau 
of Public Roads regulations. 


In all our deliberations during the next 60 days, we must keep in 
mind that a fair margin of profit is essential to the free enterprise sys- 
tem and our way of life. 


The spirit and challenge of free enterprise has given Americans a 
keener sense of responsibility, more human dignity and greater material 
properity than ever has been enjoyed by any human beings on the face of 
the earth. 


Thus, it is vital that the legislation which you make law be de- 
signed to encourage growth and advancement. Profits are important in 
every phase of agriculture, business or industry. Only through profits can 
we have high wages, full employment and prosperity. 


We are seeing remarkable progress and major financial investments 
made in Montana agriculture, mining, lumber, transportation, tourism, oil 
and other fields of man’s endeavor. 


No longer can it be said of Montana that we are too far removed 
from major markets to enjoy the benefits which well-rounded agriculture 
and industry can bring to our people. The jet age has changed that. 


By remaining alert to the future, by planning carefully and by ex- 
pees sound judgment, we can enjoy all these benefits together with 
one other. 


That is the unique privilege of living in Montana. 


This legislative session can complete its work in the 60 days provided 
by law. I urge that every effort be made to accomplish this. You have 
the full cooperation of my staff and of your department heads, who have 
been instructed to make themselves available on call. 


As a former legislative member, I realize the work and responsibility 
you now have. My office is always open to you, and I will be pleased to 
give every assistance possible on any matter of state. 


More than at any time since our first legislative assembly, Montana 


people are looking forward with keen expectation to your accomplishments 
as their chosen representatives. 


They are aware that Montana’s financial house is in order. 


They know, from leaders of both political parties, that no new taxes 
are necessary for the next biennium. 


They know that funds are available for objective steps to be taken 
in the areas of state government most vital to Montana. 
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Yours is the privilege to act on their behalf. You will chart their 
courses for the next two years. 


With the aid and guidance of an all-powerful Diety, you and I, and 
all duly elected servants, acting together, can and will further open the 
door of progress, stability and good government to all the citizens of the 
sovereign State of Montana. 


It was moved by Senator Brenner, and carried, that one thousand 
copies of the Governor’s message be printed and distributed to the mem- 
bers of the House and Senate, and to other state offices and interested 
parties. Motion carried. 


The Governor having been escorted from the chamber, it was moved 
by Senator Brenner, that the joint assembly be dissolved and that the 
members of the Senate return to the Senate chambers. 


The joint assembly having dissolved, the House resumed business. Mr. 
Speaker in the Chair. 


Mr. Speaker: We, the Committee on Rules and Journal, having 
examined the Journal for the First Legislative Day, find the same to be 
correct.

INTRODUCTION OF BILLS

Be It Resolved by the House of the State of Montana: 


That Joint Rule of the Senate and House No. 20 be amended to read 
as follows: 


“No. 20 Form of Bills—Bills, Joint Resolutions and Joint Memorials 
introduced shall be typewritten on paper eight and one-half by thirteen 
inches with numbered lines, and shall be in quadruplicate. Pica or Elite 
type and a good black ribbon must be used. All Bills, Joint Resolutions 
and Joint Memorials introduced shall be numbered at the foot of each 
page and shall have white covers of a substantial material.

children are involved; defining the jurisdiction of said courts and to estab- 
lish such courts which requires a determination by the judge or judges of 
the district whether such conciliation court is necessary in said district; 
providing for the designation of a judge to handle conciliation cases, neces-

REPORTS OF STANDING COMMITTEES 


Mr. Speaker: We, your Committee on Rules, having had under 
consideration Senate Bill No. 170, beg leave to report as follows: 


That Senate Bill 170 is an act relating to changing the names of 
Montana State College to Montana State University, and Montana State 
University to University of Montana. 


That a portion of Senate Bill 17, namely section 3 thereof, is an act 
relating to the same change in names of said institutions. 


That House Bill 37, heretofore considered and rejected by the House, 
was an act relating to the same change in names of said institutions.

ing sections 34 and 35, article VIII of the Constitution; and repealing 
sections 6, 7 and 8, article VIII of the Constitution.” 


Be in enacted by the Legislative Assembly of the State of Montana: 


Section 1. A new section of article VIII of the Constitution of the 
State of Montana to be designated Section 6 is enacted to read as follows: 


_ “Section 6. There is hereby created a judicial nominating commis- 
sion. The commission shall be composed of not less than three nor more 
than eight appointive members, and an equal number of elective mem- 
bers. All members of the commission shall be electors of the state. The 
appointive members shall be appointed by the Governor subject to con- 
firmation by the Senate. The elective members shall be elected by the 
resident members of the bar of the state. The Justice of the Supreme 
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Court who is senior in length of service on the Supreme Court, other 
than the Chief Justice, shall also be a member of the commission and 
shall be its chairman. Due consideration shall be given to area repre- 
sentation in the appointment and election of Judicial Nominating Com- 
mission members. Appointive and elective members of the Commission 
shall serve for six year terms, shall be ineligible for a successive second 
six year term, shall hold no office of profit of the United States or of 
the State during their terms, shall be chosen without reference to political 
affiliation, and shall have such other qualifications as may be prescribed 
by law. As near as may be, the terms of one-third of such members shall 
expire every two years.” 


Section 2. A new section of article VIII of the Constitution of the 
State of Montana to be designated Section 7 is enacted to read as follows: 


“Section 7. Vacancies in the Supreme Court shall be filled by ap- 
pointment by the Governor from lists of nominees submitted by the 
Judicial Nominating Commission. Three nominees shall be submitted for 
each Supreme Court vacancy.” 


Section 3. A new section of article VIII of the Constitution of the 
State of Montana to be designated Section 8 is enacted to read as follows: 


“Section 8. Terms of Supreme Court Justices shall be not less than 
eight years. A Supreme Court Justice appointed to the court shall serve 
until the first day of January following the first general election after 
the expiration of the year in which he was appointed. A Supreme Court 
Justice shall, at the first general election following the expiration of the 
year in which he is appointed, stand for retention in office on a separate 
ballot which shall submit to the people the question of whether he shall 
be retained in office for the tenure prescribed for such office. When the 
tenure prescribed is a term of years, a Justice may, at the general 
election next before the end of each term, stand again for retention on 
such ballot. Present Supreme Court Justices, at the expiration of their 
respective terms, may be retained in office in like manner for the ten- 
ure prescribed for such office.” 


Section 4. Section 34, article VIII of the Constitution of the State 
of Montana is amended to read as follows: 


“Sec. 34. Vacancies in the office of Judge of the District Court, or 
Clerk of the Supreme Court, shall be filled by appointment, by the Gov- 
ernor of the State, and vacancies in the offices of county attorney, clerk 
of the District Court, and justices of the peace, shall be filled by ap- 
pointment, by the board of county commissioners of the county where 
such vacancy occurs. A person appointed to fill any such vacancy shall 
hold his office until the next general election and until his successor is 
elected and qualified. A person elected to fill a vacancy shall hold office 
until nue expiration of the term for which the person he succeeds was 
elected. 


Section 5. Section 35, article VIII of the Constitution of the State 
of Montana is amended to read as follows: 


“Sec. 35. No Justice of the Supreme Court or District Judge shall 
hold any other public office, “except membership on the Judicial Nom- 
inating Commission,” while he remains in the office to which he has 
been elected or appointed.”

“(2) For schools with an ANB of ten (10) pupils, but less than 
eighteen (18) pupils, the maximum shall be fifty-two hundred thirty-six 
dollars ($5,236.00) plus one hundred fifty-four dollars ($154.00) per 
pupil on the basis of the average number belonging over nine (9).” 


“(3) For school with an ANB of eighteen (18) pupils and employing 
one teacher, the maximum shall be sixty-six hundred twenty dollars 
($6,620.00) plus sixty-one dollars and fifty cents ($61.50) per pupil on the 
basis of the average number belonging over eighteen (18), not to exceed 
an ANB over twenty-five (25).” 


“(4) For schools with an ANB of eighteen (18) pupils and employing 
two fulltime teachers, the maximum shall be eleven thousand nine hundred 
thirty-two dollars ($11,932.00) plus sixty-one dollars and fifty cents 
($61.50) per pupil on the basis of the average number belonging over 
eighteen (18), not to exceed an ANB over fifty (50).” 


“(5) For schools having an ANB in excess of forty (40) the maximum 
on the basis of the total pupils (ANB) in the district for elementary pupils 
will be as follows: 


“For a school having an ANB of more than forty (40), and employ- 
ing a minimum of three (8) teachers, the maximum of four hundred 
twenty dollars ($420.00) shall be decreased at the rate of thirty-eight 
cents ($0.38) for each additional pupil until the total number ANB shall 
shall have reached a total of one hundred (100) pupils. For a school hav- 
ing an ANB of more than one hundred (100) pupils, the maximum of three 
hundred ninety-seven dollars ($397.00) shall be decreased at the rate of 
thirty-eight cents ($0.38) for each additional pupil until the ANB shall 
have reached three hundred (300) pupils. For a school having an ANB 
of more than three hundred (300) pupils, the maximum shall not exceed 
three hundred twenty-one dollars ($321.00) for each pupil; provided that 
the maximum per pupil for all pupils, ANB, shall figure on the basis 
of the amount allowed herein on account of the last eligible pupil, ANB, 
and provided further that all schools operated within the incorporated 


limits of a city or town shall be treated as a school unit for the purpose 
of this schedule.” 


“The maximum per pupil for all pupils (ANB) and for all schools 
shall be computed on the basis of the amount allowed herein on account 
of the last eligible pupil, ANB.” 
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3. Further amend Section 1 by deleting in entirety the words and 
figures in lines 28, 29 and 30, page 4 and lines 1 through 5, page 5 of the 
original bill, being lines 76 through 82, page 5 of the printed bill, and 
inserting in lieu thereof the following: 


“On or before January 1 of odd-numbered years, the state superintend- 
ent of public instruction shall transmit to the Legislative Assembly of the 
State of Montana a revised schedule for elementary schools in accordance 
with classifications by size as set forth in this section. This revised 
schedule will be based on the median general fund budgeted expenditures 
for the current year, by ascertaining the median of the general fund 
budgets for each classification of elementary schools, and the total number 
of pupils (ANB) for all schools in each classification, and by computing 
the revised schedule therefrom.” 


“4, Amend Section 5 in line 30, page 11 and line 1, page 12 of the 
original bill, being lines 3 and 4, page 11 of the printed bill, by deleting the 
words “coming into said state public school equalization fund” and in- 
serting in lieu thereof the following words “available for state equaliza- 
tion aid”.

16 the words “the basic county levies provided for by this act’, all of 
which words are found in lines 15 and 16, page 15 of the printed bill, and 
by inserting in lieu thereof the following: “and from all other regular 
sources of revenue required to be used to finance the foundation program 
as provided in section 75-3706 and 75-4516.1”. 


9. Further amend Section 6, in lines 17, 18 and 19, page 16 of the 
original bill, being lines 22, 23 and 24, page 15 of the printed bill, by 
deleting the following words and punctuation: “, acting as the public school 
equalization board,” (with no substitution of words) and also deleting 
the words “funds from the state public school equalization fund” and 
substituting therefor the following “state equalization aid”’. 


10. Amend Section 7 by striking out lines 28 through 30, page 16 
of the original bill and lines 1 through 24, page 17 of the original bill, 
being lines 3 through 25, page 16 of the printed bill, and inserting in lieu 
thereof the following: 


“75-3617. Before any elementary school having an ANB of [eight (8)] 
‘nine (9)” or less may be approved as an isolated school, and before any 
high school having an ANB of twenty-four (24) or less may be approved 
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as an isolated high school, the board of trustees of the district wherein 
said school is located shall, on or before the first day of May in each year, 
make written application to the budget board for such approval. Such 
application shall be acted upon on or before the fifteenth day of June, and 
such application shall be granted if [said budget board shall find and 
determine that] transportation of the pupils of such school to another 
school is impractical by reason.of the existence of obstacles to travel, such 
as mountains, rivers, poor roads, distance of the pupils’ homes from 
county roads or highways, or the distance of such isolated school from the 
nearest open school having room and facilities for the pupils of such 
isolated school[; and an elementary school may also] “or other conditions 
resulting in unusual hardship to the pupils, such school shall” be approved 
as an isolated school upon a finding and determination by said budget 
board, approved by the county superintendent of schools and by the state 
[superintendent of public instruction of the existence of conditions other 
than obstacles to travel which would result in unusual hardship to the 
pupils of such isolated school if they were transported to another school; ] 
“board of education,” and if none of the above-mentioned circumstances 
exist, such application shall be denied.” 


11. Amend Section 8 by striking out all of lines 27 through 30, page 
17 of the original bill, and all of lines 1 through 24, page 18 of the original 
bill, being lines 3 through 26, pages 16 and 17 of the printed bill, and in- 
serting in lieu thereof the following:

Schools having an ANB in excess of six 
BS ety pupils shall receive four hundred five dollars ($405.00) 
per pupil.” 


“The maximum per pupil for all pupils (ANB) and for all schools 
shall be computed on the basis of the amount allowed herein on account 
of the last eligible pupil, ANB.” 


“In computing the amount for the foundation program and the max- 
imum program only junior high schools which have been approved and 
accredited by the state board of education shall be considered a part of 
the secondary enrollment.” 
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29. Further amend Section 15 by deleting all of lines 28 through 
30, page 35 of the original bill and lines 1 through 5, page 36 of the 
original bill, being all of lines 69 through 75, page 33 of the printed 
bill, and inserting in lieu thereof the following:

WHEREAS, it is with deep and sincere sorrow that the members of 
the House of Representatives of the State of Montana of the Thirty-eighth 
Legislative Assembly record the passing of the distinguished former 
members of this body; 


WHEREAS, it is fitting and proper that the outstanding records 
and accomplishments of the late Representatives be placed on record in 
this Assembly, and the following facts relative to their careers are 
hereby noted: 


ALBURN S. AINSWORTH 


Alburn S. Ainsworth was born at Fort Dodge, Iowa, on January 21, 
1879. He was graduated from the University of Iowa in 1901. In 1902 
he married Mabel C. Near in Webster City, Iowa, and moved to Thompson 
Falls in 1905 to open a law practice. As an early day attorney, he 
assisted in the formation of Sanders County from Missoula County. He 
served as a Representative from Sanders County during the 1925 session. 


Representative Ainsworth made an outstanding record during his 
career. He served twenty-four years as a member of the Board of 
Trustees of School District No. 2; was instrumental in the construction 
of Thompson Falls High School and the high school athletic field was 
named for him. He served four terms as mayor of Thompson Falls, and 
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was the publisher and owner of the Sanders County Independent. As an 
attorney for the town of Thompson Falls, he served a number of years 
without remuneration. He was a 50-year Mason and a charted member 
of the Thompson Falls Lodge. 


Mr. Ainsworth passed away in Missoula on October 24, 1961. Surviv- 
ors include the widow, Mabel, of Thompson Falls; a son, Addis, of Mis- 
soula; a granddaughter, Mrs. Ann Behan, of Ketchikan, Alaska; a grand- 
son, Richard Ainsworth, of Missoula; and two great grandchildren. One 
son preceded him in death. 


RALPH J. ANDERSON 


Ralph J. Anderson was born in Illinois in 1889. He was graduated 
from the University of Colorado Law School in 1912 and practiced law 
in Lewistown, Montana, until elected to the Supreme Court in 1932 where 
he served until 19389. In 1929 he argued four cases before the State 
Supreme Court in one day and went on to win three of the four cases. 
For many years he was chief of the legal department for the Board of 
Equalization. 


Representative Anderson served one term in the House from Fergus 
County in the 1914 session. He was appointed deputy Fergus County 
attorney in 1917, interrupting that service to enlist in the aviation sec- 
tion of the Signal Corps. He was appointed Lewistown city attorney in 
1929, serving two years. His wife, Loretta, preceded him in death in 
Helena on January 1, 1959. 


Mr. Anderson died in Helena on August 8, 1962. 


LARS ANGVICK 


Lars Angvick was born at Appleton, Wisconsin, October 3, 1880. He 
came to Montana in 1918 and settled on a farm southeast of Reserve. He 
married Beatrice Wincentsen, October 21, 1919. Mrs. Angvick died in 1945. 


Representative Angvick served in the House from Sheridan County in 
the 1929 Session, and in the Senate for seven sessions. During his long 
tenure, he was a champion of aid for the struggling farmer of the de- 
pression of the 1930’s and the accompanying dust bowl era. He sponsored 
memorials asking federal farm aid in the form of a domestic allotment, 
ps agate of farm mortgages, and sponsored a bill to create a milk 

oard. 


Mr. Angvick was called the “Father of Soil Conservation”. When 
the Montana soil conservation district law was enacted in 1939, Angvick’s 
farm became the first in Montana planned for conservation and was the 
nucleus for the formation of the Reserve Soil Conservation District. This 
district was the first in Montana and now encompasses the whole of 
Sheridan County. 


Mr. Angvick died October 2, 1962, at Bellingham, Washington. Sur- 
viving are two sons, John of Bellingham, Washington, and Edward at the 
home farm; three daughters, Mrs. Cora Morris of Marshall, Arkansas, 
Mrs. Lucille Fredericks of Antelope and Mrs. Hazel Hughes of Belling- 
ham, Washington; two sisters; a brother; and twenty-five grandchildren. 


STEVE C. ARNOLD 


Steve C. Arnold was born March 29, 1884 in Moundridge, Kansas. He 
received a bachelor’s degree from McPherson College in Kansas and a 
master’s degree and a doctorate in pharmacy from Valpariso University in 
Indiana. He was a registered pharmacist. 


Mr. Arnold came to Montana in 1915 and purchased a ranch in Still- 
water County, where he lived until 1950. His only son, Benjamin, now 
operates this ranch. 
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Mr. Arnold was elected to the House of Representatives from Still- 
water County in 1927, 1929 and 1931. In 1932 he was the Republican 
lieutenant-governor nominee. He served in the Senate from 1935 to 1949 
and acted briefly as governor while he was Senate President Pro Tem. 


At one time he was a delegate to the Republican National Conven- 
tion from Kansas and was chairman of the Montana delegation to the 
convention in 1948. Mr. Arnold was appointed Secretary of State by 
Governor Hugo Aronson on June 29, 1953. He was a member of the 
Lutheran Evangelical Church, Masonic Order and was a Shriner. 


Steve C. Arnold died March 21, 1961 and was buried at Columbus, 
Montana with the Masonic Lodge of Rapelje conducting the graveside 
services. 


He is survived by his wife, the former Laura Witt now of Billings, 
his son, and two granddaughters, Susan and Gail Arnold. 


ARTHUR J. BREITENSTEIN 


Arthur J. Breitenstein was born at Fort Madison, Iowa, on November 
7, 1877. After his education in the schools of Burlington, Iowa, he lived 
in Chicago and St. Paul and moved to Missoula, Montana, in 1900. He 
ee SASL to Margaret Gillies in Missoula in 1902. Mrs. Breitenstein 
ied in 1951. 


Mr. Breitenstein was with the superintendent’s office of the Northern 
Pacific Railroad in Missoula, managed a store, served as secretary of the 
Missoula Chamber of Commerce, managed the Montana State Fair in the 
early years of the century, was secretary of the old Great Falls Commercial 
Club, second manager of the Hotel Rainbow, organized the Montana 
Automobile Association and was lauded for having pioneered in the 
development of Montana highways. He served as secretary-treasurer of 
the Montana Hotel Association, manager for state War Bond sales, and 
was secretary of the Great Falls Chamber of Commerce.

EARL KE. CLARK 


Representative Earl E. Clark was born in Moscow, Idaho, on October 
23, 1894. He lived in Roundup, Montana, for 40 years. 


Mr. Clark served in the Montana House in 1947, 1949, 1951 and 1955, 
representing Musselshell County. He was elected to the Senate in 1956. 
Mr. Clark was a cattle rancher. He served as president, vice-president, and 
a director of the Central Montana PCA. 


Survivors are his widow, Dorothy; two daughters; three sisters; and 
a brother. 


DAN H. CORCORAN 


Dan H. Corcoran was born April 8, 1888, at Oak Grove, Wicsonsin. 
After graduation from the Southern Minnesota Normal College at Austin, 
he came to Montana in 1909. In 1910 he married Nellie Warren at Havre 
and moved to Lewistown. In 1931 he purchased a ranch at Ryegate. 


During his career he served as sheriff in Fergus County and as a 
federal liquor investigator. He represented Golden Valley County in the 
Montana Legislature from 1947 to 1955. , 
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Mr. Corcoran died April 19, 1962, in a Wheatland County hospital. 
Survivors include a daughter, Geraldine of Ryegate; four sons, Byron 
and Hugene of Ryegate, Dan Jr. of Harlowton, and John H. of Long 
Beach, California; brothers, John of Great Falls and Byron of Prescott, 
Wisconsin; six grandchildren and four great grandchildren. 


HERBERT G. DUNBAR 


Herbert Dunbar was reputed to be among the first white children 
born at Gallatin City, now known as Trident. He attended one of the 
first classes at Montana State College at Bozeman. 


He spent most of his life in the Three Forks area. He was a 
rancher and farmer and also had some mining interests. He was past 
president of the Sons and Daughters of Montana Pioneers and a member 
of ens Forks Masonic Lodge and the Bagdad Temple of the Shrine 
in Butte. 


Mr. Dunbar represented Gallatin County in the 1921 Session of the 
Montana Legislature. 


Representative Dunbar died in Bozeman, Montana, November 16, 
1962. He is survived by a son and a daughter, both of Three Forks. 


ZALES N. ECTON 


Zales N. Ecton was born near Weldon, Iowa, April 1, 1898, the son 
of Mr. and Mrs. Aaton Smith Ecton. At eight years of age he came to 
Belgrade, Montana, with his parents and later moved to a ranch near 
Bozeman. He attended Montana State College and the University of 
Chicago. Mr. Ecton was a veteran of World War I. In 1920 he was 
married to Vera Harris of Bozeman. The couple lived at the Ecton ranch 
near Manhattan until 1953 when they moved to Bozeman. 


Mr. Ecton’s affiliations included the American Legion, Farm Bureau, 
Montana Stockgrowers Association, Bozeman Chamber of Commerce and 
the Montana Republican Club. 


Mr. Ecton served as Gallatin County Representative in the Montana 
Legislature from 1933 to 1937, and as a Senator from 19387 through 1946. 
He was elected United States Senator in 1946 and served one term.

LOUIS W. GOFFENA 


Louis W. Goffena was born in Versailles, Ohio, in 1883. He came to 
Montana as a youth, working near Billings. In 1905 he was married in 
Ohio and the young couple lived in Nebraska and Idaho before settling 
on a homestead near Roundup, Montana. His ranch holdings grew into 
the Goffena Ranch and Livestock Company. 


Mr. Goffena was a bank director, a member of the Memorial Hospital 
Board, and was active in the Dead Man’s Basin Water Conservation Pro- 
gram. He was a member of the Woolgrowers and Cattlemen’s Associa- 
tion and a member of the Advisory Board of the Bureau of Land Man- 
agement. He served in the 1945 and 1953 Sessions of the Montana Legis- 
lature representing Musselshell County. 


Mr. Goffena died in April, 1962, at Roundup. Survivors include a 
daughter, Mrs. Dean Godfrey; six sons, Wilbur, Paul, Louis, Robert, Wesley 
and Jerome, all of Musselshell County; and a sister in Ohio. 
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HERBERT H. HAIGHT 


Herbert H. Haight was born September 2, 1882, at Aurelia, Iowa. He 
worked on his parents’ farm until he was 21 and then completed his ele- 
mentary and high school education. After graduating from Colorado Col- 
lege in 1911, he came to Montana and homesteaded near Lewistown. He 
was married to Mable Chamberlain there in 1914. They added consider- 
ably to their ranch holdings and took an active part in community, county 
and state affairs. 


Mr. Haight was elected to the Montana Legislature from Fergus 
County in 1930 and served eight years in the House of Representatives and 
twelve years in the Senate. He also held office as school board trustee and 
justice of the peace. He was a member of the Masonic, Shrine and Eagles 
Lodges and the Presbyterian Church in Lewistown. 


Mr. Haight died June 24, 1961, in Great Falls. Survivors include his 
widow, Mable; daughters, Mrs. Grace Peterson of Corvallis, and Mrs.

JAMES HARBERT 


James Harbert was born at Nashville, Tennessee, December 11, 1868. 
When he was three years old the family moved to Bayfield, Wisconsin, 
where he attended elementary school. Later he went to school at St. Paul, 
ees oe attended the Academy at Lake Forest, Illinois and McAllister 

ollege. 


In 1893 he married Ella Dorsey of St. Paul, Minnesota, and a few 
years later they moved to Kalispell where he owned and operated the Fair 
Store for 12 years. In 1912 they moved to Polson where he managed 
the Harbert Mercantile. 


Mr. Harbert served as mayor of Kalispell and Polson, and was state 
representative from Flathead County. He also served 20 years as Clerk 
of Court in Lake County. He was instrumental in getting the creamery 
and the first hospital at Polson and influencing the Northern Pacific 
Railway to build the Flathead Valley branch line. He made several trips 
to Washington, D. C., on behalf of the Flathead Irrigation Project. Mr. 
Harbert served in the 1909 and 1917 sessions of the Montana Legislature 
from Flathead County. 


_ Mr. Harbert died at the age of 93 at Kalispell, October 13, 1962. Sur- 
vivors are a daughter, Dorris, of Polson; three nieces and a nephew. 


CLIFFORD FILMORE HOLT 


Clifford Filmore Holt was born in Brookings County, South Dakota, 
in 1884. In 1909 he married Sara Thompson at Canton, South Dakota. He 
was a graduate of St. Paul College of Law, and entered law practice in 
Great Falls in 1913. He served in the Montana House of Representatives 
in 1917 and 1925 from Cascade County. He served as Speaker Pro tempore 
in the latter session. Other services in his career included county at- 
torney, district judge, and his nomination by Governor Sam C. Ford to 
head a state commission to study juvenile delinquency and to make rec- 
ommendations to the State Legislature. 


Mr. Holt was re-elected continuously to the district judgeship follow- 
ing his initial election in 1936 until his retirement January 1, 1960. In 
1956, the veteran jurist was elected president of the Montana Judges As- 
Ree Judge and Mrs. Holt observed their golden wedding anniversary 
in 1959. 


Mr. Holt died June 17, 1962, in Tacoma, Washington. His survivors 
include his widow, Sara; daughter, Mrs. George (Margaret) Harsh of 
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Minneapolis; sons, Byron, of Spokane and Clifford, Jr., of Tacoma; and 
four grandchildren. 


WILLIAM C. HOWARD 


William C. Howard was born at Rimer, Virginia, April 19, 1890. He 
came to Wibaux in 1910. After working on the Bert Parson ranch, he took 
up a homestead near Wibaux and farmed until 1922. He was married to 
Osanah Z. Joubert at Wibaux, December 21, 1913. 


In 1922, Mr. Howard was elected Wibaux County Assessor and served 
24 years. He was elected two terms to the Montana House of Representa- 
tives from Wibaux County, 1947 and 1949. Mr. Howard was serving as 
county commissioner at the time of his death. His business career in- 
cluded auctioneering, real estate, insurance and he was a partner in the 
Rainbow Club. 


Mr. Howard died November 13, 1962, at Glendive. Survivors include

Douglas Walter Johnson was born at Ada, Minnesota, in March 1908. 
He was graduated from Sidney High School in 1920 and attended Coyne 
Electrical School in Chicago, Illinois. He married Myrtle Meyer in Wah- 
peton, North Dakota, in 1930 and moved to Van Nuys, California, where 
he worked for Lockheed Aircraft as a department manager. 


The Johnsons returned to Sidney in 1948 and farmed with a brother, 
Harry, in the Girard community. He was a representative from Richland 
County in the House in 1956 through 1958. He served as president of 
Trinity Lutheran Church in Sidney, president of Richland County Farmers 
Union, a member of the board of directors of Montana Council of Co- 
operatives, manager for Frontier Finance Corporation, secretary of Girard 
Farmers Union and a past president of the Farmers Union Oil Company 
board of directors. 


Mr. Johnson died at his home, north of Sidney, September 8, 1962. 
He is survived by his widow, Myrtle; two sons, Douglas, Jr., and Dale; 
two daughters, Mrs. De Vere Steinley and Cheryl; his parents, Mr. and 
Mrs. J. B. Johnson of Sidney; a brother, Harry of Sidney; and one grand- 
child. 


THEODORE JOHNSON 


Theodore Johnson was born at Westby, Wisconsin, September 30, 1884, 
and attended schools and business college there. He came to Montana in

WILLIAM J. McMAHON 


William J. McMahon was born at Virginia City, Nevada, September 
13, 1879, and came to Butte with his parents in 1882. He attended St. 
Patrick’s grade school and was the first graduate of the old St. Patrick’s 
High School. He attended Missouri State School of Mines for three years. 
eee he married Theresa Courtney, who preceded him in death in 


During Mr. McMahon’s career, he served as assistant mining engineer 
for the Parrot Silver and Copper Company, and was mining engineer 
and surveyor for the Anaconda Copper Mining Company. In 1922, he 
was named labor commissioner for the Anaconda Company. He was deeply 
interested in community affairs and provided leadership for many local 
organizations. 


After serving as county surveyor of Silver Bow County, he was 
elected, in 1912, to the Montana House of Representatives and served for 
three consecutive terms. In all sessions he was chairman of the Commit- 
tee on Mines and Mining. During the 14th and 15th Sessions, he was 
Chairman of the Rules Committee and in his last term was Majority 
Floor Leader. 


Mr. McMahon died May 11, 1962. He is survived by three daughters, 
Mrs. George Oechsli, Butte; Mrs. John Nelson of Seattle, Washington; Mrs. 
Vern Haugland, Falls Church, Virginia; a son, Dr. W. A. McMahon, of 
Seattle, Washington; eleven grandchildren and nine great grandchildren. 


T. E. (TED) NELSTEAD 


T. E. (Ted) Nelstead was born October 12, 1893, at Appleton, Min- 
nesota. He attended Minnesota College of Law and was a veteran of 
World War I. He settled in Ekalaka in 1919, and purchased the Carter 
County Abstract and Title Company. 
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Mr. Nelstead was secretary-treasurer for the National Federal Land 
Bank Association, Miles City. He and his son, James, owned the Custer 
County Abstract Title Company at Miles City, and he was once president 
County Abstract and Title Company. 


In 1925, Mr. Nelstead served his first legislative session and also 
served the special session in 1934, as a Representative from Carter County. 
He represented the two counties, Carter and Custer, at different times. 
Representative Nelstead’s Montana legislative service dated back longer 
than any other lawmaker. Because of his service interruption, however, 
Mr. Nelstead ranked eighth in tenure among legislators in the 1961 Session, 
with ten sessions. 


Representative Nelstead died at Miles City, July 27, 1961. Surviving 
are his widow, Ella; a daughter, Mrs. George Larson of Kellogg, Idaho; 
two sons, James and Keith of Billings; six grandchildren and two sisters. 


ALBERT H. KRUSE 


Albert H. Kruse was born August 26, 1892, at Garrett, Illinois. He 
was a graduate of Milliken University in Decature, Illinois.

to Montana in 1914, settling near Brussett. Mr. Kruse was a veteran of 
World War I. 


Albert Kruse served seven sessions in the Montana Legislature, rep- 
resenting Garfield County, beginning in 1929.

Governor Sam C. Ford appointed Mr. Kruse State Commissioner of 
Agriculture in April, 1941. He served in this capacity until April, 1949. 
In 1958, he was appointed again by Governor Hugo Aronson, retiring on 
January 1, 1961. 


Mr. Kruse died on January 2, 19638, at Fort Harrison. Survivors 
include his widow, Eva, and one son, Kermit, both of Helena; a brother, 
Herbert C. of St. Petersburg, Florida; and a sister, Mrs. Richard Suhl, 
of Sullivan, Illinois. 


DENNIS A. DELLWO 


Dennis A. Dellwo was born November 2, 1884, in McLeon County, 
Minnesota. He attended Gonzaga College in Spokane and received his 
law degree from Spokane Law College in 1912.

He was active in organizing Lake County and was in the Legislature 
from 1922 to 1934, serving as Speaker of the House in his final two

Mr. Dellwo was the author of the first school equalization law. He 
was also instrumental in the creation of the Flathead Irrigation District 
and was secretary of that board from its foundation. 


Survivors include his widow, Mary Grace; two sons, Robert D. of 
Spokane and Philip J. of Lynchburg, Virginia; two daughters, Mrs. C. L. 
Kalitowski of Livingston; and Mrs. J. P. Seines of Polson; two brothers, 
Thomas and John, and nineteen grandchildren. 


OSCAR ORLAND MARTY 


Osear Orland Marty was born October 24, 1883, in Sanburn, Minnesota. 
He married Hilda Louise Hagen at Fargo, North Dakota, on October 7, 
1903. The couple homesteaded at Washburn, North Dakota, before moving 
to a farm near Big Sandy in 1911. 
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In 1923, they moved into Big Sandy where he served as City Marshal. 
He served in the Montana House of Representatives in 1923 and later 
served Chouteau County as Sheriff for twelve years, beginning in Jan- 
uary 1931. In 1946 Mr. Marty became Mayor of Big Sandy. 


Mr. Marty died in Havre in December, 1962, at the age of 79. His wife, 
Hilda, preceded him in death in 1961. Survivors include three children, 
Mrs. Pearl Herschel, Wilmington, California; Lloyd of Big Sandy; and 
Mrs. Grace Nelson, Fort Benton. He also leaves two brothers, John of 
Red Cliff, Alberta, Canada, and Robert of Pendleton, Oregon. 


ORAL RAY McCLEERY 


Oral Ray McCleery was born July 5, 1887, in Barry, Illinois. He lived 
in Balis, Illinois, until 1900, when he moved to Oklahoma with his parents. 
He came to Montana in 1913 as a homesteader, locating southwest of 
Glasgow. He was a veteran of World War I and was seriously wounded 
while serving in France. 


On September 19, 1919, Mr. McCleery was married to Myrtle Agnes

and were the parents of five children. Mrs. McCleery died in 1928. In

EUGENE WIGAL 


Eugene Wigal was born October 5, 1878, near Huntington, West Vir- 
ginia. A long time railroad man, he began his career with the Chesa- 
peake and Ohio Railroad on January 1, 1896. In 1902: he went to Tacoma, 
Washington, with the Northern Pacific Railway Company, then came to 
Missoula that same year. In 1933 he transferred to Jamestown, North 
Dakota, as a roundhouse foreman. 


Mr. Wigal was a member of the 1988 Montana Legislative Session as 
a representative from Missoula County. He served two consecutive terms 
as Exalted Ruler of the Missoula Elks Lodge, and was an honorary life 
member of the Lodge. 


_ Mr. Wigal died December 28, 1962, at Missoula. He is survived by 
his son, Thomas; a daughter, Mrs. Harold Woods; a grandson and four 
granddaughters; one niece and one nephew. Mrs. Wigal died in 1949. 


JOHN A. WILSON 


John A. Wilson was born July 23, 1878, in Wheaton, Illinois. He 
moved with his parents to Kearney, Nebraska, and was graduated from 
the University of Nebraska in 1902. Coming to Montana in 1902, he 
homesteaded in Judith Basin County and farmed near Moore. He was 
married to Katherine Lumry in 1910. 


Mr. Wilson was a representative from Fergus County in 1919. He 
was a federal land bank director and president of Central Montana Pro- 
duction Credit Association from 1985 through 1952 and was formerly a 
director of the Montana Tax Payers Association. 


Representative Wilson died March 30, 1962, in Butte. His wife died 
in Butte in December, 1962. A daughter, Mrs. Krest Cyr, lives in Butte, 
and another daughter, Mrs. Paul F. Schedler, lives in Spokane, Washington. 


ROBERT J. MILLER 


Robert J. Miller was born at Calais, Maine, December 8, 1877. He 
received his education in Maine. Mr. Miller came to Wyoming while still 
a young man and worked at the Spear Brothers ranch which is in both 
Wyoming and southern Montana. 


{ His wife, Elda M., to whom he was married in Sheridan, Wyoming 
in 1907, preceded him in death. 
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Mr. Miller purchased the home ranch at Lodge Grass in 1907. He was 
prominent in school affairs and served on the board of trustees, past 
president of the Montana Stockgrower’s Association and a member of 
the Masonic Lodge. He was elected to the Montana House of Representa- 
tives in 1932 and served from Big Horn County during the 1933, 1935 and 
1937 Sessions. 


Mr. Miller died on his 84th birthday, December 8, 1961. He is sur- 
vived by a daughter, Mrs. M. T. (Florence) Wells, Lodge Grass; one 
brother, W. A. (Billy) Miller, Lodge Grass; and one sister, Mrs. Fred 
Hufford, Shoshone, Wyoming. 


JOHN W. WOODCOCK 


John W. Woodcock was born in Andrew County, Missouri, March 7, 
1868. He came to Montana as a young man of 20. His first work was 
trailing sheep in Custer County. In 1907, he entered the cattle and sheep 
business for himself. He organized the Woodcock Land and Cattle Com- 
pany in 1947, later turning operation of the company over to his chil- 
dren. In later years he acquired a home across the river from Fort 
Benton. He was active in the establishment of Northern Montana College 
at Havre. Mr. Woodcock served as County Commissioner in Chouteau 
County for two terms. 


Mr. Woodcock served four terms in the Montana House of Repre- 
sentatives, being elected in 1926. He sponsored a tax bill which was 
enacted into law, was on the Committee on Counties and County Divisions, 
and the Committee on Revenues and Education. 


Mr. Woodcock died July 11, 1961. His wife, Olga, whom he married 
at St. Paul, Minnesota, November 14, 1907, preceded him in death in 
1946. Survivors include sons, John Jr., of Lloyd and Ben of Shonkin; 
daughters, Mrs. Olga Dawson and Mrs. Seena Walker of Great Falls and 
Mrs. Betty Willits of Fort Benton; twelve grandchildren and six great 
grandchildren.

A RESOLUTION OF THE HOUSE OF REPRESENTATIVES REQUEST-

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WHEREAS, the State Liquor Control Act of Montana has remained 
in effect for thirty years without substantial changes in the policy or 
operation of the act, and 


__ WHEREAS, the state liquor monopoly has operated for many years 
with little control or supervision by the legislature, and 


_ WHEREAS, a controversial measure was introduced during the 
Thirty-eighth Legislative Assembly which proposed to change the meth- 
ods by which manufacturers could promote their wares in Montana, and 


_ WHEREAS, several bills to increase salaries of employees of the 
Liquor Control Board were introduced in the Thirty-eighth Legislative 
Assembly, and 


; WHEREAS, it is imperative that the Legislature have additional 
information on the operations of the Liquor Control Board in order that 
fair and equitable compensation for employees may be determined, and 


WHEREAS, during the operation of the liquor monopoly, the State 
of Montana has realized a total net income from this control of liquor in 
excess of one hundred thirty-two million dollars, and 


WHEREAS, the control of liquor contributes a substantial amount of 
revenue to the State of Montana thus replacing revenue which would other- 
wise have to be raised through increased taxation, and 


WHEREAS, an examination of the administration of the liquor con- 
trol monopoly might result in more efficient operation of this state 
agency, and 


WHEREAS, because the Legislative Assembly is responsible for pro- 
viding the revenues necessary to maintain state government, it is particu- 
larly incumbent upon this body to carefully examine all state programs 
with a view toward making their operation more efficient, and 


WHEREAS, at the present time almost all employees of the Liquor 
Control Board are political appointees, a situation which mitigates against 
obtaining skilled personnel because of the uncertain tenure, and 


WHEREAS, political appointment might result in the state being 
forced to pay higher salaries if qualified persons are to be obtained be- 
cause of the possibility of discharge upon a change in political admin- 
istration, and it also violates a principle of good government that per- 
sons below the policy making level should not be political, and 


WHEREAS, a comprehensive examination of the operations, person- 
nel system, and administration of the liquor control act might result in 
recommendations which would provide substantial savings to the taxpay- 
ers of the state through more efficient operation, and 


WHEREAS, although the Legislative Assembly can delegate its au- 
thority to an administrative board, the responsibility for the actions of 
that board must ultimately rest upon the Legislature, and the Legisla- 
ture would be derelict in its duty to the people if it did not periodically 
examine all administrative boards and particularly those who handle 
large amounts of public funds.

FIFTY-THIRD LEGISLATIVE DAY 551 


WHEREAS, it seems proper that consideration should be given to 
matters that will improve the minds and well-being of our fellow citizens, 
not alone for those young in years, but also for those who, now retired, 
were not able to complete their education to their satisfaction; and 


WHEREAS, it appears that retired and senior citizens have had long 
experience in and have served the greater part of their lives in produc- 
tive activities and in these their later years appreciate more keenly the com- 
mendable desire of some of their members, as well as other retired aged 
persons, to complete their education and to develop further their latent 
talents and faculties, in view of the greater amount of free time on 
their hands; and 


WHEREAS, being mindful that the true objective of life is prepara- 
tion for the next world by serving our fellow man here, thus, a dual 
educational perspective, occupational and cultural, and that the only thing 
which we can take with us is our own soul development, an intellectual 
and a spiritual condition; 


NOW, THEREFORE, IT IS HEREBY RESOLVED that it is the 
conviction of this legislative assembly that all those retired aged persons, 
citizens of Montana, desiring to do so, should be given the opportunity to 
complete their education, free, during daylight hours, in the educational 
institutions of Montana, in new or old fields, regardless of how little 
previous education they may have had and with the curricula so arranged 
to enable them to acquire sufficient credits towards the attainment of an 
academic or professional degree, and thus enable such aged persons to 
become thereby a greater asset to the society in which they find them- 
selves, a better educated person, a process of continual unfoldment and 
development of his latent faculties and talents; 


AND IT IS FURTHER RESOLVED that to assist such retired aged 
persons and others desiring higher education to attain this objective, 
that the teaching services and facilities of the university of Montana and 
its subsidiaries be extended and made more generally available through- 
out the state than exists at present, so that such persons may be enabled 
to earn sufficient credits for an academic or professional degree without 
the present rule requiring that they attend classes on the campus of the 
university of Montana or its subsidiaries, it now being impossible to ac- 
guise all the credits needed for such degrees by correspondence courses 
alone.

WHEREAS, second only to his responsibility to the Almighty, it is 
the solemn duty of every free man to preserve for posterity the priceless 
freedoms which our fathers have bestowed upon us, and 


WHEREAS, the fundamental concepts of freedom and democratic 
government have been conveyed to us chiefly through written documents 
of the past, and 


WHEREAS, of paramount importance among those documents upon 
which the government of Montana is founded is the original Constitution 
of the State, and 


WHEREAS, this irreplaceable document is the foundation upon which 
all of the state government is based, being the original grant of authority 
from the citizens of the state to the officers of government, and 


WHEREAS, at the present time, this document is filed in the office of 
the secretary of state, and 


WHEREAS, although all possible steps have been taken by that office 
to protect the document, it has deteriorated to a marked degree because 
of the variations in temperature and humidity, and also by exposure to 
light, and 


WHEREAS, the legislative assembly would be grossly negligent in 
its duty to the present and future citizens of the state if all possible steps 
were not taken to protect and preserve this fundamental and unique docu- 
ment of state government, and 


WHEREAS, as elected representatives of the people, the duty to 
initiate actions preserving our priceless political and historical heritage 
should be a responsibility that we face with pride and forthright action. 
NOW, THEREFORE, BE IT RESOLVED BY THE HOUSE OF REP- 


RESENTATIVES OF THE STATE OF MONTANA: 


That the House of Representatives hereby notes that the original 
_ Constitution of the State of Montana is an irreplaceable document of 
extreme worth to all citizens of the state, and that steps should be initiated 
immediately directed at providing maximum protection for this document. 


BE IT FURTHER RESOLVED, that the secretary of state is requested 
to take any steps possible immediately which would provide better pro- 
tection for the original Constitution, to investigate all alternative means of 
providing the best care possible for this document, and report his findings 
and recommendations to the Thirty-ninth Legislative Assembly. 
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BE IT FURTHER RESOLVED, that the clerk of the house is in- 
structed to send copies of this resolution to the governor and to the secre- 
tary of state.

HOUSE RESOLUTION NO. 20 
Introduced by Bashor, Keller. 


A RESOLUTION OF THE HOUSE OF REPRESENTATIVES FOR THE 
APPOINTMENT OF AN INTERIM COMMITTEE TO STUDY THE 
ECONOMIC CONDITION OF THE OIL AND GAS PRODUCING 
INDUSTRY OF MONTANA AND TO REPORT ITS FINDINGS TO 
THE THIRTY-NINTH LEGISLATIVE ASSEMBLY. 


WHEREAS, for several years more oil and gas has been produced than 
discovered, resulting in a decline of Montana’s petroleum reserves; and 


WHEREAS, refining capacity in Montana is increasing at a much 
greater pace than production of crude, which will result in changing the 
State from a net exporter of crude to a net importer of crude; and 


WHEREAS, the geological, geophysical and exploratory drilling efforts 
have declined in most of Montana’s prospective producing areas, resulting 
in a sharp reduction of risk capital expenditures; and 


WHEREAS, ranchers, farmers, Indians, the State and Federal gov- 
sepa are experiencing a decline in leasing bonus and rental income; 
an 


WHEREAS, production of oil from stripper wells is being threatened 
by economic conditions within the State of Montana; and 


WHEREAS, the decline of exploratory effort, and the decline of 
petroleum reserves seriously affects the economy of Montana and the eco- 
nomic welfare of each of its citizens. 


NOW, THEREFORE, BE IT RESOLVED BY THE HOUSE OF REP- 
RESENTATIVES OF THE STATE OF MONTANA: 


That a special interim committee composed of eleven (11) members 
who shall be residents of the State of Montana be appointed by the 
Governor of the State of Montana to make a comprehensive investigation 
of the economic condition of the oil and gas producing industry of Montana 
and to report its findings to the Thirty-ninth Legislative Assembly on or 
before January 4, 1965. 


: That the power to appoint such interim committee shall be effective 
immediately upon adoption and approval of this resolution.

HOUSE RESOLUTION NO. 21 
Introduced by Committee on Appropriations. 


A RESOLUTION OF THE HOUSE OF REPRESENTATIVES REQUEST- 
ING THAT THE DEPARTMENT OF ADMINISTRATION RE- 
VALUATE AND INCREASE, WHERE NECESSARY, THE RENT- 
ALS AND CHARGES PAID BY DEPARTMENTS OF STATE GOV- 
ERNMENT OCCUPYING OFFICE SPACE IN STATE BUILDINGS, 
AND STUDY THE SPACE NEEDS AND RENTALS PAID BY 
ALL STATE AGENCIES IN THE HELENA AREA. 


FIFTY-NINTH LEGISLATIVE DAY 643 


WHEREAS, at the present time some departments of state govern- 
ment that are supported by special funds make rental payments to the 
capitol custodian for space allocated to them in state buildings, and 


WHEREAS, these rental payments are placed in the general fund by 
the capitol custodian, rather than being used for maintenance and repair 
of state buildings, and 


WHEREAS, as a consequence, when major maintenance or repair 
projects are necessary, the legislature is requested to make an appropria- 
tion from the general fund for these purposes, and 


WHEREAS, if realistic rentals were charged, and if these funds were 
used for the maintenance of state buildings, the Legislative Assembly would 
not so often be faced with large requests for building repair and main- 
tenance to be appropriated from the general fund, and 


WHEREAS, in its study of the custody and maintenance of capitol 
buildings and grounds the legislative council reported that “‘the state does 
not have a consistent or equitable policy for charging special fund depart- 
ments for rent or utilities,” and 


WHEREAS, a number of state agencies are paying rent for occupying 
privately-owned office space in the Helena area. 


NOW, THEREFORE, BE IT RESOLVED BY THE HOUSE OF REP- 
RESENTATIVES OF THE STATE OF MONTANA: 


That the Department of Administration is hereby requested to com- 
pile information on rentals and other charges paid by various departments 
of state government to the capitol custodian, and to revaluate and in- 
crease such rentals where necessary, so that they accurately reflect the 
cost to the state resulting from the occupancy of state buildings by depart- 
ments financed in whole or in part by special funds. 


BE IT FURTHER RESOLVED, that the State Controller commence 
such study immediately so that equitable rentals can be put into effect on 
July 1, 1963. 


BE IT FURTHER RESOLVED, that the department of administra- 
tion review the space needs for all state agencies with offices in the Helena 
area. 


BE IT FURTHER RESOLVED, that the department of administration 
compile complete information of rentals paid for the leasing of private 
buildings by state agencies in the Helena area. 


BE IT FURTHER RESOLVED, that the department of administration 
is requested to submit a written report of their findings, together with 
recommendations for improvements, to the Thirty-ninth Legislative As- 
sembly. 


BE IT FURTHER RESOLVED, that the Chief Clerk of the House is 
instructed to send copies of this resolution to the Governor and to the 
State Controller.

COMPREHENSIVE ANALYSIS OF STATE POLICY WITH RESPECT 
TO THE OWNERSHIP AND MANAGEMENT OF STATE LANDS 
AND TO CONSIDER THE DESIRABILITY OF EXCHANGING AND 
CONSOLIDATING LANDS, SELLING LANDS, AND AMENDING 
INVESTMENT LAWS AND REGULATIONS, AND THE ADEQUACY

NOW, THEREFORE, BE IT RESOLVED BY THE HOUSE OF REPRE- 
SENTATIVES OF THE STATE OF MONTANA: 


1. That the state department of lands and investments be requested 
to make an inventory of state lands, so that information concerning the 
character, location, potential uses, productivity, and quality of the lands 
will be available to the citizens of the state. 


2. That the House of Representatives request the Honorable Tim 
Babcock, Governor of the State of Montana, to appoint a State Land Use 
Policy Committee, comprised of the state land commissioner, the state 
superintendent of public instruction, the state agriculture commissioner, 
the state forester, the chairman of the oil and gas conservation commis- 
sion and laymen representing the public, to make a comprehensive, criti- 
cal, and definitive analysis of state policy with respect to the ownership 
and management of state lands and to investigate among other subjects 
relating thereto the following: 


a. the feasibility and desirability of exchanging state timber lands 
and grazing lands for lands owned by the federal government or other 
owners, for the purpose of consolidating state lands and reducing man- 
agement problems, 


b. the feasibility and desirability of selling agricultural lands, graz- 
ing lands, and timber lands, reserving the minerals therein, in order to 
get such lands on the tax rolls and to make possible a more profitable 
investment of the proceeds thereof, 


ec. the adequacy of the statutes and regulations concerning the sale 
of state lands, 


d. the adequacy and effectiveness of the statutes and regulations 
governing the leasing of minerals in lands owned by the state, with em- 
phasis upon the feasibility of amendments which might increase the rev- 
enues from such leasing for the benefit of the interest and income fund, 


e. the propriety of amending the laws and regulations concerning 
the investment of state funds, with the purpose of increasing the revenues 
from such investments; or to cooperate with the Montana Legislative 
Council in such a study of the investment of state funds if such study 
is undertaken by the council; 


And to prepare and submit to the Thirty-ninth Legislative Assembly 
proposals for remedial legislation in any areas deemed appropriate by 
the committee.

We, your Conference Committee on House Substitute for Senate Bill 
No. 109 respectfully report as follows: That House Substitute for Sen- 
ate Bill No. 109 be amended as follows: 


1. Delete Section 6 in its entirety on pages 7 through 11 of the 
original bill, being pages 8 through 12 of the printed bill, and insert in 
lieu thereof a new section to read as follows: 

Section 6. Section 81-433, R.C.M. 1947, is amended to read as follows: 

“81-433. “When used in this section: 


‘Animal unit’ means one cow, one horse, five sheep or five goats. 
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‘Animal-unit-month carrying capacity’ means that amount of -natural 
feed necessary for the complete subsistence of one animal unit for a 
period of one (1) month.” 


The state board of land commissioners shall establish the per annum 
rental rate per section of all grazing lands which are the property of the 
ae of Montana upon the animal-unit-month basis as hereinafter pro- 
vided. 


In fixing the minimum annual rental per section, the following formula 
shall be used: 


[The proportional relationship between the average price per pound 
of beef cattle on the farm in Montana during the period between the year 
1938 and the year 1947, inclusive of both said years, and the average 
grazing fee per animal unit per month for said period shall be applied 
to the average price per pound of beef cattle on the farm in Montana 
for three years next preceding the fixing of the rental. 


[The resulting figure shall be multiplied by, first, the carrying capa- 
city of the land, and second, by twelve (12) so as to bring the rental 
from a monthly to an annual figure. 


[The average price per pound of beef cattle on the farm in Montana 
during the said period between 1988 and 1947, inclusive, to be used in 
the above formula, is hereby declared to be ten and one-half cents ($.105). 


[The average grazing fee per animal unit per month (herein abbrevi- 
ated to A.U.M.) for the said period between 19388 to 1947, inclusive, to 
be used in the above formula, is hereby declared to be twenty-four cents 


(24¢).] 


“The base rental shall be computed by multiplying thirty-two cents 
(32¢) plus two (2) times the average price per pound of beef cattle on 
the farm in Montana for the previous year times the animal-unit-month 
carrying capacity of the land. 


“(a) The minimum annual rental for grazing lands with an annual 
carrying capacity of more than fourteen (14) and less than twenty (20) 
animal units per section is the base rental. 


“(b) The minimum annual rental for grazing lands with an annual 
carrying capacity of more than nineteen (19) animal units per section is 
ten cents (10¢) more than the base rental. 


“(c) The minimum annual rental for grazing lands with an annual 
carrying capacity of less than fifteen (15) animal units per section is ten 
cents (10¢) less than the base rental.” 


The carrying capacity of the land, to be used in the above formula, 
shall be in accordance with the determinations of the commissioner of 
state lands and investments made pursuant to Section 81-404, R.C.M. 
tae [originally enacted as Section 4 of chapter 207 of the Laws of 
1945. 


The average price per pound of beef cattle on the farm in Montana 
[for the three years next preceding the fixing of the rental, to be used 
in the above formula] shall be taken from statistics published by the 
bureau of agricultural economics of the Nnited States department of 
agriculture current at the time of computation of the rental, or from 
other reliable sources current at such time. 


[By way of an example of the computation of minimum rental on 
grazing land by use of the factors prescribed herein, and taking,

high schools as set forth in sections 75-4518.1 and 75-3612, plus the amount 
of high school tuition. Such information shall be given to the state 
board of equalization who shall compute and determine the number of 
mills of a tax (herein called the basic high school tax) on the taxable 
value of all property within all the counties of the state which is calcu- 
lated to produce the aforesaid sum of money.” 


“If a levy of less than the number of mills so determined is sufficient 
to provide the total foundation programs from the general fund budgets 
of all school districts within one or more counties, the state board of 
equalization shall recompute the basic high school tax to be levied in
